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AMERICANISM IN ACTION 
Confusing the issue has been an effective means of Communists within our Country to 
spread apathy among many Americans, enabling the Red conspiracy to march onward 
By HON.

se’ [HE Communist Party in the United States,” 

says J. Edgar Hoover, Director, Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, “is not just another political party. 
It is a fifth column which no American who values 
his freedom can afford to ignore.” 

Yet millions of Americans are ignoring this signifi- 
cant fact. And, as a result, many perfectly sincere 
Americans are ineffective in their efforts to stamp out 
these international conspirators bent on destroying 
the American Way of Life. 

Why do Americans perform in this manner? Be- 
cause they fail to recognize the danger. 

That is understandable inasmuch as the Commu- 
nists for many years have staged a deliberate cam- 
paign designed to confuse basic issues. They have 
succeeded in an alarming degree. 

To overcome this condition we must educate our 
people in the fundamentals of Americanism. We must 
show them Americanism in such an unmistakable way 
that they can never be confused by twisted Communist 
reasoning. Here are some of the ways in which we 
can forcefully demonstrate Americanism in action: 

One method is through our schools. Many far- 
sighted school officials are already doing this. For 
instance, several years ago Paul Wamsley, Principal 
of Buffalo’s Public School No. 51, said, “We teach 
Americanism every day in every class.” 

He saw to it that his teachers did just that. How? 
An English class did not merely write essays. It 
wrote essays on Americanism. One student wrote: 


“The principles of Americanism are simple and, un- 
like other ‘isms’, fair to the individual. Every person 
in the United States, rich or poor, colored or white, 
is an important person who has the right to speak 
up for himself. He has the right to choose the leaders 
he thinks deserve office in our Government. 

“All Americans have equal rights, privileges, and 
responsibilities. Americans have the right to as- 
semble and discuss freely any social or political prob- 
lems without intrusion by the police. 

“Americans may attend any church they choose. 
They have protection against illegal search and seiz- 
ure, or loss of their lives, their liberty, or their prop- 
erty.” 

That student knows something about Americanism 
and the tone of his essay shows that he is proud to 
be an American. He can fight Communism effectively. 


In Indianapolis, Indiana, Dr. H. L. Shibler planned 
a program for teaching Americanism to the city’s 
70,000 elementary and secondary pupils. 

“We may choose the place where we will work,” he 
told the pupils. “We may choose to stay on one job 
or move to another. To be able to choose in this way 
is important in this world where millions no longer 
have any choice.” 

Freedom of choice, Dr. Shibler pointed out, extends 
into business because of our economic system. “In a 
year,” he said, “an Indianapolis department store in 
its service center completes 1,500,000 transactions, 
cashes 200,000 checks, sells $6,000 worth of postage 
stamps a day, sends telegrams, pays utility bills for 
customers, and answers 14,000,000 calls for the time 
of day. It does all of this so people will choose to do 
business with it.” 


Senator William E. Jenner of Indiana 
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In Indianapolis at Work, a school publication, pu- 
pils read that in the United States private individuals 
may publish newspapers, magazines, and books. Not 
even the President, nor Congress, nor the Supreme 
Court itself can legally keep a person from presenting 
his views or compel him to publish those of another. 

This freedom of the press even permits publication 
of Communist periodicals in this country. “We dis- 
disagree with everything they say,” Indianapolis at 
Work proclaims, “but if we infringe on their right to 
say it, we would also be infringing on our right to 
publish what we believe.” 

Throughout this system a student grasps the funda- 
mentals of Americanism. A boy or girl, with this 
knowledge, instead of being an easy mark for a Krem- 
lin agent, is in a position to face the situation, fight 
un-American ideas, and win. That is Americanism in 
action. 

It is heartening to know that certain colleges and 
universities are making special efforts to teach Amer- 
icanism. A pioneer in this field, the University of 
North Carolina, began its operation under the direc- 
tion of Dr. L. O. Kattsoff. 

Few people, he has said, really know what Commu- 
nism is; sadder still, millions of Americans do not 
comprehend the American Way of Life. 

In an effort to correct that situation, in 1950 Katt- 
soff organized the Free World Workshop, an ingenious 
method by which a college may fight Communism ef- 
fectively. 

The Free World Workshop consisted of 40 teachers 
whom Kattsoff selected from elementary and secondary 
schools throughout the state. To encourage them to 
attend, President Gordon Gray provided free instruc- 
tion, dormitory facilities, and $25 in cash. 

When the week of lectures was done, the teachers 
returned to their communities infinitely better pre- 
pared than before to assume the leadership in the 
fight against Communism. 

Even more than this, the University made its in- 
fluence felt by sending qualified lecturers all over the 
state to speak against Communism. 

Kattsoff prepared a number of radio talks, news- 
paper articles, and a booklet on the subject. The Uni- 
versity’s Communications Center recorded the talks 
which were broadcast and rebroadcast, giving mil- 
lions of people the fundamental facts with which to 
fight Communism. That is Americanism in action. 

A few years ago a group of Texans felt rather help- 
less in their efforts to preserve the American Way of 
Life. They formed an organization known as Free- 
dom in Action, 

Quietly they began holding meetings in every pre- 
cinct in the state. Often as few as five individuals 
and seldom more than fifty attended a meeting. 

But gradually word got around of the group and 
what it was attempting to do. About this time Judge 
Elwood Fouts, a distinguished Houston attorney, pre- 
pared a statement regarding the march of socialism 
through the Republic. 

“We must maintain our Government as a Republic,” 
he wrote, “through the unqualified use of the provi- 
sions of the Declaration of Independence, the Consti- 
tution, and the Bill of Rights... 

“We must unqualifiedly protect free enterprise, open 
competition, and the initiative motive which created 
the nation’s wealth and capacity to produce . 

“We must preserve the Constitutional provisions 
that all the powers not expressly granted to the Fed- 
eral Government are reserved to the State and the 
people . . .” 
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That statement became a sort of theme for Free- 
dom in Action and it has grown until you can find 
representatives of this organization in each of Texas’ 
21 Congressional Districts. These Texas patriots have 
answered effectively for themselves the often perplex- 
ing questions, “What can I do to help preserve the 
American Way of Life? Their answer is Americanism 
in action. 

Another organization, the American Legion, having 
repelled aggression on the battlefields of the world, 
later saw the threat to the American Way of Life in 
this country. More, it recognized that the free world 
faced a new method and weapon of warfare. 

Legionnaires who had fought the enemy with bul- 
let and bayonet soon learned that this new and subtle 
weapon — the internal subversion of our country and 
the free world — created for our destruction, was far 
more deadly than the hydrogen bomb. 

“We recognized the subtle, diabolical strategy of 
boring from within,” says a Legion spokesman, “not 
only in the various agencies of the Government, but 
in every activity and institution of American Life. 
This is for the purpose of weakening our institutions 
so that, when the time comes for the Comrades to 
take over, the task will be easier to accomplish.” 

Leaders of the Legion saw how one country after 
another of the free world fell under the domination 
of the Iron Curtain by this new weapon — the internal 
subversion of these countries. 

Then came an alarming awakening. Legionnaires 
realized that agency after agency of the Federal Gov- 
ernment was infiltrated by Communist conspirators. 
“We knew,” says a Legionnaire, “that one agent with- 
in was more dangerous to the safety of our country 
than 10,000 enemy troops poised on the other side 
of the Iron Curtain.” 

Members of the Legion knew how to deal with enemy 
troops; they had demonstrated that ability on the 
battlefields of Europe. However, even these battle- 
scarred warriors were uncertain how to deal with the 
Communist conspirators who had worked underground 
in the agencies of the Government, in the school and 
in the shop. 

Legionnaires pondered the statement of Georgi 
Dimitrov, one of the top Communists, who said, “As 
Soviet power grows, there will be greater aversion to 
Communist parties everywhere. So we must practice 
the techniques of withdrawal. Never appear in the 
foreground; Let our friends do the work.” 

Dimitrov was forthright, at least, in his statement. 
He continued: “We must always remember that one 
sympathizer is generally worth more than a dozen 
militant Communists. A university professor who, 
without being a party member, lends himself to the 
interests of the Soviet Union, or a retired general, is 
worth more than 500 poor devils who don’t know any 
better than to get themselves beaten up by the police. 

“Every man,” he concluded, “has his value, his 
merit. The writer who, without being a party mem- 
ber, defends the Soviet Union, the union leader who 
is outside our ranks but defends Soviet international 
policy, is worth more than a thousand party members.” 


This tended to clarify {>e issues. Now the Legion 
realized it was necessary ‘> expose these agents from 
the Kremlin and their activities to the cold light of 
common day so that all America might understand 
this new and subtle weapon of modern warfare, so 
that all America might see that the same thing was 
happening to it as had happened in other parts of 
the world.

RED CHINA HEROIN FLOODS U.S. 


Smuggling of killer-drug into this country furnishes a more 
cogent reason for denying recognition than political ideology 


[NITED STATES Narcotics Commissioner Harry 

J. Anslinger, accuses Communist China of being 
responsible for 65 per cent of tae world’s illicit opium 
traffic. He adds: 

“The Red Chinese Government is doing nothing at 
all to stop the traffic.” 

Commissioner Anslinger, who is vice-chairman of 
the United Nations Commission on Narcotic Drugs, 
as well as U. 8S. Narcotics Commissioner, is one of 
the world’s most qualified experts on the subject. 

Red China, according to Dr. Anslinger’s documented 
data, finances $250,000,000 a year of her military and 
industrial expansion program through increasing of 
her opium-poppy plantations from 300,000 to 900,000 
acres, and her narcotic output from 2000 tons in 1952 
to a current 8000 tons annually. 

This 8000-ton figure is 12 times the annual needs 
for licit medical and scientific needs throughout the 
world. 

American law enforcement agencies attribute at 
least a third of all major crime in the United States 
to drug addiction or to the gang wars for control of 
its illegal supply to drug users. 

The bulk of Communist China’s narcotic exports, 
reports show, come down secret routes from the prov- 
ince of Yunan, where the frontiers of Burma, Thai- 
land and Laos touch, and is transshipped from these 
countries to such way-stations as Singapore, Hong 
Kong and Japan, and from these areas flood the lu- 
crative underworld markets of North America. 

The lure in the dangerous narcotic smuggling 
racket is its astronomic value in the underworld 
markets. 

An ounce of pure heroin can be bought for about 
$60 in Hong Kong, but in the United States, in illicit 
market, retailed to users, the Hong Kong $60 ounce 
brings in about $8,750. 

In the “Chinatowns” of America it is customary to 
find “opium dens” where imitation human derelicts 
“smoke the pipe” for the benefit of gaping admission- 
paying tourists. Actually not a single opium pipe 
has been found in North America in the past two 
years. The accent with addicts everywhere is on her- 
oin, the killer-drug. 

Investigation in Hong Kong reveals that, though 
narcotic seizures during the past year in Hong Kong 
totalled 1548 pounds, the siezures equal only about 1 
per cent of the annual smuggling tonnage of narcotics 
into North America. 

There are two major points to be considered if nar- 
cotic smuggling into this country is to be curtailed, 
regardless of the geographical source of supply. 

One is the adaptability of heroin to the illicit trade. 
The other is the difficulty in spotting the smugglers. 

A single pound of compressed heroin provides 
enough of the drug to “load” 200,000 cigarettes, which, 
when inhaled, give the smoker the much sought for lift. 

Unlike opium, the odor of which betrays the user,

heroin, when smoked, cannot be detected by odor four 
feet from the smoker. It can be “sniffed” (inhaled 
through the nose like snuff) or used hypodermically 
in solution. 

The small volume of heroin automatically makes its 
transport as difficult to detect as a lost needle in a 
haystack. Use of ocean-going transport is apparently 
the best liked and tested method of the smugglers. 

Narcotic processors have now perfected techniques 
whereby morphine and heroin can be reduced to 8- 
ounce squares, and searching for such small dimen- 
sional caches aboard ships of 5000-tons and over is an 
all but hopeless task. 

A clever form of smuggling, which taxes the in- 
genuity of the Revenue oflicers, is the “drop” method. 
A parcel of narcotics is wrapped in waterproof ma- 
terial and attached to a marker-buoy, which is then 
enclosed in a block of salt and dropped overboard, 
either outside or inside a destination harbor, near a 
waiting, prearranged small craft. When the sea-water 
dissolves the covering of salt, the cork-buoy and heroin 
cache bob to the surface and are easily retrieved and 
taken ashore. Also, if Revenue ollicers are searching 
a moored vessel and are approaching too close for 
comfort to a cache of narcotics, so prepared for this 
emergency, a look-out gives the signal for a confeder- 
ate to spew the salt-block parcel out a drain-vent. 

A secondary entry route of narcotics is by plane, 
but this route, at this writing, is not as heavy as by 
sea-lane. Planes do not provide sufficient hiding- 
places, and the crews are generally trustworthy and 
watchful for any suspicious passengers,

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The frustrating thing to narcotic investigators is 
that it does not take a very high degree of technical 
skill to handle the processing of heroin. As it is rudi- 
mentary chemistry, a person could be taught to handle 
such equipment in half an hour, or an hour, by just 
following simple, written instructions. One does not 
even have to know the nature of the various chemicals 
used. 

“Simple as baking a cake,” said Dr. A, J. Nutten, 
Hong Kong Government Chemist. “It only involves 
how much to mix, and when to add the other ingre- 
dients.” 

During the past two years, relentless police inves- 
tigations have put out of operation 18 large heroin 
processing plants in Hong Kong, some of which were 
turning out pure heroin, presumably for export to 
North America, Japan and the Philippines. 

“Our biggest headache,” declared a Hong Kong ofli- 
cial, “is the Colony’s ‘Walled City’ of Kowloon. This 
is a forbidden area behind old Kowloon City, on the 
way to Kai Tak Airport, which extends along Car- 
penter Road in a depression for about five or six 
blocks, and its jumble of vermin-and-rat infested hov- 
els, separated by narrow, stinking, sewage-splattered 
alleyways, spreads two or three hundred feet to the 
barrier of the low hills behind. It is Hong Kong’s 
‘Casbah,’ almost as bad as the one in Algiers, and in 
which every type of criminal, gangster, secret Triad 
Society thug, pimp, prostitute, killer, addict and smug- 
gler find legal sanctuary. The Hong Kong Police 
haven’t the slightest jurisdiction or control in this 
dangerous off-limits quarter; and if they do go in 
searching for a suspect who has committed a crime 
outside its borders—perhaps breaking up a heroin 
dive or two in the hunt—they’re really operating un- 
officially. So, if they do haul out a thief, smuggler or 
killer, it’s technically a case of kidnapping.” 

I was interested to know why this “Walled City,” 
its protective wall shattered by the Japanese for pav- 
ing-blocks during the occupation of Hong Kong, ex- 
isted in the heart of the Crown Colony, less than a fif- 
teen minute drive from the ferry-landing at Kowloon 
and within sight and sound of Kai Tak Airport. 

A short research in a volume of Treaties between 
Great Britain and China gave the answer. On June 
9th, 1898, a treaty on The Extension of Hong Kong 
Territory was signed at Peking, which gave Great 
Britain a 99-year lease on extensive lands on the 
Kowloon side of mainland China. At this time there 
were Chinese officials and residents living in the 
“Walled City,” who did not wish to become subjects 
of the Crown Colony, so by the terms of the treaty 
they were permitted to remain there and exercise com- 
plete independent control. Therefore, this area be- 
came an “island” in almost the center of the Crown 
Colony, over which Great Britain had no vested au- 
thority—and it is still legally in effect today! 

One clause of the “Walled City” Treaty even pro- 
vides for the anchoring of Chinese men-of-war in Mirs 
Bay and Deep Bay. Although such an invasion of 
Hong Kong’s territorial waters by a flotilla of Com- 
munist Chinese gunboats would trigger a shooting- 
war, the fact remains that, inasmuch as Great Britain 
has never abrogated this 1898 Treaty, Communist 
China has the legal right to do so! And because 
Great Britain has officially recognized Mao’s regime 
as the ruling government of mainland China and 
posted diplomatic representatives in Peking, it must 
be assumed that the “Walled City,” with its sinister, 
fetid alleyways and close-packed dives, opium and 
heroin dens, and brothels, in which thousands of low- 
class Chinese wretchedly exist, belongs to Red China. 
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Heroin Found Smuggled from Red China via Hong Kong 
to U.S.A. in These Crude Doll Crates 


Many sociological and medical experts contend that 
free drug clinics might be the answer to the curse of 
international drug addiction and smuggling. Pur- 
chased in a legal drug clinic, the addict’s outlay for 
a day’s supply of heroin would cost about 35 cents 
a day, whereas on the underworld market it costs 
anywhere from $15 to $75. The average narcotic sel- 
dom spends less than $5,000 a year. And at the mercy 
of the pusher, he lives in an atmosphere of compound 
fear. He is frightened that he may not be able to get 
narcotics, a fear of being arrested by the police for 
his criminal activities, and a terror of the persons 
who supply his narcotics. It must be remembered that 
a peddler can cause an addict’s death by delivering 
to him an overdose. The addict actually has no way 
of determining the amount of the dose until it is too 
late. 


The legal dispensing of narcotics has many dangers. 
First, the addict is a weak person, and has to be 
nursed more carefully than a “blue-baby.” Denied a 
full dose, in a tapering-off course, he’d still run to a 
black-market source for a full shot. 

Few governments, in view of the centuries of quar- 
antine on illicit narcotics, are eager to take the first 
steps to legalize narcotic dispensing by establishing 
bargain-price drug clinics. Free drug clinics sound 
like the appeasement overtures of the defeatists. 

The future where drug addiction and smuggling 
are concerned is certainly one of doubtful conjecture.

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PROBABLY “inflation” is the most discussed subject 
in America, and, also, the subject of the most di- 
vergent interpretations. Actually “inflation” is many 
things. 
Shrinking of the dollar is becoming a matter of 
grave concern to a rapidly increasing number of think- 
ing Americans. Many remember when a dollar, with 
a fixed gold content, represented a fixed buying power. 
Many remember, too, that, when the gold content of 
the dollar was cut in half, it produced double the 
number of dollars, but each dollar had half—or less— 
of the purchasing power of the old dollar. 
“Cheap money” was a fool’s paradise concept, a 
monster that swallowed up the life savings, pensions 
and retirement insurance of many of our fathers, and 
to a large degree, is doing the same for us today. 
Considering the misery brought out in all parts of 
the world, by cheap money in recent times, we may 
think of “inflation” as comparatively new. Nothing 
is further from the truth. Inflation is as old as a 
primitive man’s willingness to band together as a 
method of attaining greater “security.” 
In the beginning, government was a tribe or clan 
institution administered by a single ieader. Laws 
were few and simple: division of the meat when a kill 
was made, division of the spoils when a weaker tribe 
was raided, mutual defense in time of danger. In those 
primitive days leadership rested with the heaviest club 
—and changed frequently. 


In the early days, tribes offered little security, but 
demanded the surrender of few freedoms. Therefore 
man moved forward. But it was in those days that 
man began to be harassed by inflation. 


Since man discovered he could eat more regularly 
and sleep with less likelihood of having his skull 
bashed in by joining a tribe or by organizing one of his 
own, he has known that for every security enjoyed, 
a personal freedom must be given up. If tribal law 
allowed him to share his neighbor’s meat, it also de- 
manded that his own kill be distributed throughout 
the camp. Policy which required Ag to stand guard 
tonight made it mandatory that Ug perform the same 
service tomorrow night. 


Under those arrangements man had the best pos- 
sible at that time, so long as the chief didn’t short- 
change the tribe. ‘hen a chief acquired an unneces- 
sarily large staff of administrators or wished to im- 
press other tribes with his importance—inflation set 
in.

INFLATION IS FREEDOM'S NEMESIS 


More dollars, buying less; “Security” through transfer of rights 
to centralized control, threatens foundations of American living

As the short-change artist became more adept at 
his trade and man’s need and desire for security be- 
came more pronounced, freedom reached an all-time 
low. In medieval days, the most a man could barter 
for, in most of the world, was a home on the estate of 
some feudal lord. For this small security he had to 
work and fight for his master who was the supreme 
and only law. 


If we in America find it hard to believe that man 
would sell his freedom so cheaply, we have only to 
look to the Communist of today. The most pronounced 
difference is this: the feudal lords made no bones 
about their proposition. There was no other place 
a man might do better. Communism paints a beauti- 
ful picture to trap its slayes — but there is, today, a 
market where a man can buy more with his freedom. 


In the best of man’s bequest to posterity, rendering 
ageless by contact many works of art, literature, and 
music, runs a thread of hope. Hope, or more aptly, 
dreams, that sometime, somewhere man will abide in 
an atmosphere of liberty and justice with maximum 
security for the few personal freedoms invested. No- 
where is this thread more clearly visible than Norse 
mythology, Welch and German folk tales from the 
darkest of the Dark Ages. The thread is visible in 
early Greek, Hebrew, Latin and Chinese literature; 
but, often so entwined with religion, it is difficult to 
ferret out. 


To understand the difficulty in establishing a sys- 
tem of government embracing exact proportions of 
security and freedom desirable for happy, prosperous, 
human habitation, it is imperative that we bear in 
mind, not only the short-change artist and first-degree 
inflation, but also, the vast difference in man’s apti- 
tude. The degree of security desired by the very timid 
constitutes virtual slavery to the rugged individual- 
ist. As the great strive for more freedom, the small 
wage a constant crusade for greater security. It is 
easy to conclude that only a delicately balanced com- 
promise, realistically conceived and conscientiously 
administered, can be fair to all, 


The Constitution of the United States, including the 
Bill of Rights, represents the nearest approach man 
has made to perfect government. History proves this 
to be so today, it will prove it equally so a thousand 
years from now. Whether history, at that time re- 
cords the Constitution as a strong, living document 
or a glorious ship that passed in the night, depends 
on this generation and every generation that shall 
follow. More specifically, it depends on you at this 
time. It will protect you only as long as you pro- 
tect it. 


A government such as we, in these United States 
are privileged to enjoy is a great deal less difficult to 
maintain than it was to establish. There is, however, 
no room for the apathy that prevails today; but rather 
the need for a renascence of unselfish devotion and 
personal sacrifice of the magnitude demonstrated by 
the founding fathers. 
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A compromise, embracing the best in liberal and 
conservative thinking, the Constitution, is primarily a 
hard-money document. Under no other government 
has so little freedom brought so much security. 

Though assiduously maintained and strengthened 
by many great statesmen, the delicate balance of this 
document has been jeopardized by certain pressure 
groups and politicians who, from its birth, motivated 
by selfish interest, ignorance, or both, have sought to 
short-change the public and establish first-degree in- 
flation. It is impossible to conclude what, if any, in- 
roads have been made in this direction without glanc- 
ing at a few pet theories of those great statesmen who 
conceived and strengthened this more precious docu- 
ment. 

Washington, who advocated “no entangling alli- 
ances,” would certainly be unpopular in the country 
he fathered. Jefferson’s cynical doubts that politicians 
would tread the straight and narrow for long without 
a firm nudge from John Q. would make him a “se- 
curity risk” at best. Certainly a hard-money man like 
Hamilton would be most unpopular today. 

If Jackson’s gambling, horse racing and cockfight- 
ing didn’t land him in jail, his straight-forward, hard- 
fisted diplomacy would wreck the bureaucratical mon- 
strosity we have spent the best part of our lives and 
substance, to the tenth generation, to build. In a day 
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when the announcement that our Government has pre- 
vailed on some other country to accept millions of our 
dollars is hailed as a great diplomatic achievement — 
what demand would there be for a diplomat, states- 
man, and economist of Ben Franklin’s stature? One 
of the many obstructions banning a man of Lincoln’s 
aptitude from today’s Government was his refusal to 
integrate a national farm relief program and his tart 
personal advice on the subject. 

None of those who originally pledged their lives, 
fortunes and sacred honor to support the fledgling Re- 
public would be acceptable today. They harbored too 
many ideas about man being master, government the 
servant — they even forbade politicians access to the 
wallets of their constituents, and were heard to ex- 
press in public such blasphemous phrases as: “A gov- 
ernment which governs least, governs best.” 

Believing the phenomenal progress of these United 
States to be ample proof that this Government, as es- 
tablished and nurtured by those and other Titan 
statesmen, is man’s nearest approach to that perfect 
balance between security and freedom, it naturally 
follows that should this balance be disrupted, all will 
be short-changed. Since we have less security and 
less freedom today, every American should ask him- 
self this pertinent question: Am I getting as much 
security for the freedom invested as my father did? 


WILL NON-COMMUNISTS AWAKEN TO FACTS? 


If the world’s political leaders had read Hitler’s 
“Mein Kampf,” and understood that it was the maniac 
sign-painter’s plan of action for the future, the world 
would have saved many lives, destruction of property 
and the present generation from the dangers of the 
current menace of world Communism. Hitler carried 
out his plan as described in his book up to the point 
where it was nipped from further advance by the com- 
bined attacks of the Allied armed forces. France and 
Italy had been overrun, as had what are now the Iron 
Curtain countries. 

We need not speculate on the actions of Commu- 
nists, any more than we needed to speculate on Hit- 
ler’s announced actions and moves, for the Reds, too, 
have foolishly announced their plan of action in ad- 
vance. All that is needed in this instance is to piece 
the announcements together, for they are not found, 
as in Hitler’s case, in one statement or in one docu- 
ment. They began with the pronouncements of Lenin 
and other Communist leaders, these pronouncements 
have been and are being carried out piecemeal. One 
could compile a Communist “Mein Kampf” with little 
effort by gathering together the important statements 
of the ruling Communists and codifying them into 
chapters. 

(A) As an example Lenin, after the revolutionary 
take-over of Russia, stated emphatically: “We are liv- 
ing not only in a state, but in a system of states, and 
the existence of the Soviet Republic side by side with 
imperialist (capitalist) states for a long period is un- 
thinkable. At the end, either one or the other will 
win.” Answer— Certainly there are few in view of 
that, who can believe Khrushchev’s present day “co- 
existence” prattle, while at the same time the Reds 
rattle the sword in threatening destruction of “im- 
perialist (capitalist) states.” 

(B) Lenin also said: “We will apply all our force 
to become close to and unite the Mongols, the Persians, 
the Indians and the Egyptians. We consider it to be 
our obligation and to our interest to do this, because 
otherwise socialism in Europe would be unstable.” 
Answer — The Reds established their first stronghold 


among the Mongols (the People’s Republic of Outer 
Mongolia) in 1944; then over China in 1949. And 
what about their current drive among Arabs and 
Egyptians under Nasser; Pakistan under Communism, 
etc. ? 

(C) U. 8S. Ambassador Bullitt wrote Secretary of 
State Hull in 1935: The Soviet government fears that 
if Japan attacks it in the Far East, Germany and Po- 
land will attack in the west. The policies of the Soviet 
Union vis-a-vis Japan are also clear. They are: (1) 
to build up as large and effective a fighting force as 
possible in the Far East; (2) to avoid war as long as 
possible by making minimum concessions necessary to 
make sure that Japan will not attack it; (3) it is the 
conviction of the Soviet Government that within 10 
years (1945) the Soviet Union will be so much more 
powerful than Japan that Japan for all future will 
be unable to attack the Soviet Union as Mexico is to 
attack the United States, ... It would be, of course, 
the heartiest hope of the Soviet government that the 
United States will become involved in war with Japan. 
If such war should occur, it would be the policy of the 
Soviet Union to remain outside the conflict and to 
gain whatever wealth might be acquired by supplying 
the United States with war materials via the west, 
and supplying Japan with war materials in the east. 
... The Soviet government would certainly attempt to 
avoid becoming an ally (of U.S.A.) until Japan had 
been thoroughly defeated and would then merely use 
the opportunity to acquire Manchuria and sovietize 
China. ... (4) The aim of the Soviet government is 
and will remain to produce world revolution. . . They 
believe that within ten years (1945) the military pow- 
er of the Soviet Union will be absolutely impregnable 
and within 15 years (1950) the offensive power of the 
Soviet Union will be sufficient to enable it to consoli- 
date by its assistance any Communist government 
which may be set up in Europe.” Answer — Russia 


made a non-aggression pact (for 10 years) with Hitler 

in 1939 and a 5 year non-aggression pact with Japan 

Soviet forces invaded Europe with Hitler.

CENTRALIZED POWER BRINGS DICTATORSHIP 


Labor charges “big business" with domination of labor through 
a few, but 29 men direct labor power in business and politics

ALF a century ago labor charged that “big bus- 

iness” rode roughshod over labor through the di- 
rection of big business policies by a handful of tycoons. 
Sufficient evidence to support the charge was produced 
and as a result the anti-trust laws were evolved by 
Congress. 


During World War I, in spite of the efforts of labor 
radicals, such as the 1.W.W., the left-wing Socialists 
and allied groups, the proved patriotism of American 
workingmen blocked “peace drives” which would, if 
effected, have curtailed American production, and, in 
all probability, have won that war for the Kaiser’s 
Imperial Germany. 

Subsequent to World War I, the nation as a whole 
recognized to a constantly increasing degree, labor’s 
right to a greater part of the profits of the goods and 
services the workers helped to produce. The depres- 
sion of the 1930’s, a world-wide trend, saw millions 
of men and women jobless. This produced the Wagner 
Act, provisions of which weighted the pendulum to a 
point where business, “big” or “little,” contented that 
labor had acquired a balance of power that would 
produce “socialism” and wipe out the free enterprise 
system under which the United States became a world 
power, so recognized throughout the world. 

Again the pendulum swung, this time to produce 
the Taft-Hartley Act, repealing the Wagner Act. 
Labor, then divided in the A.F.L. and C.1.0. segments, 
called it a “slave labor act.” Yet under the Taft- 
Hartley Act labor membership increased, wages in- 
creased, fringe benefits increased, ownership of homes, 
automobiles and electrical appliances by workers in- 
creased to a degree unequalled in any similar period 
of time in American history. 

In 1955 merger of the A.F.L. and the C.1.0. brought 
labor under consolidated leadership. The craft unions 
of the A.F.L., long at sword’s points with the indus- 
trial unionism of the C.1.0., announced that they had 
buried the hatchet and would, in the future, drive as 
a unit for further benefits for the American worker. 

Under the merger the 13 million members of affili- 
ated unions as of the merger date, authorized the elec- 
tion of some 1500 delegates, to a merged convention. 
A general council of one representative for each affili- 
ated national union was set up, to meet at least once 
each year. 

To administer AFL-CIO interim affairs an Execu- 
tive Council of 29 members to be elected at the merged 
Convention, was given control power between con- 
ventions. Committees of the Executive Council, each 
with operational staffs, were authorized to carry on 
departmental work and implement the decisions of 
the Executive Council. 

AFL-CIO merged labor assumed the right to make 
demands, on behalf of all peoples employed, affecting 
Government policies, not only as they affect labor in 
domestic affairs, but as they affect Government policy 
even in international relations. 

Never in the history of modern nations has such 
power been concentrated in the hands of so few men 


as is held today by the Executive Council of the AFL- 
clo. 

Labor’s centralization of power within its ranks has 
started another swing of the pendulum — this time in 
the halls of Congress, where examination of that 
power is under way. In the opinion of many observ- 
ers, labor union leaders have “been asking for it” 
and may reap a whirlwind of public resentment of 
labor’s arrogance in wielding power. 

For its excesses, big business was regulated and 
controlled by Government. Labor union bosses today 
exhibit a parallel to this pattern of a rise to power 
and consequent flexing of muscles and a callous dis- 
regard of the public interest. 

The recent exposures and revelations as to some 
union leaders’ handling of funds entrusted to them 
by their members offer an example of a lack of scruples. 
Another indicator of moral irresponsibility is the 
overt sponsorship, or sponsorship by default, of prac- 
tices which pyramid the cost of labor to the employer 
and, of course, on down the line to the guy at the end 
of the line, “the ultimate consumer.” 


Few people not in close contact with certain union 
procedures realize the magnitude of the cost of un- 
ionism through a multitude of “leaks” in produc- 
tivity. Examine some examples of the misuse of 
power by labor leaders. 

Recently a company contracted for the erection of 
a new plant but found costs running so much in excess 
of estimates that it eventually sued the contracting 
firm for excessive overcharges. The contractor’s de- 
fense was to present a picture of unequal contests 
with union labor to obtain adequate work perform- 
ance. In testimony, supervisors for the contractor 
recited multiple instances of working time lost be- 
cause of gambling on the job (usually in the “change- 
shacks” — accommodations provided for the men to 
change clothes, get coffee or eat their lunches), drink- 
ing on the job, leaving before the end of the estab- 
lished working hours and stealing from material stock- 
piles. 

When these abuses were brought to the attention 
of stewards and business agents of the unions involved, 
with requests for cooperation in eliminating them, the 
business agents said they would see what they could 
do, but did nothing. The contractor was eventually 
driven to fence in the jobsite and to employ extra 
guards — all at further cost. 

In addition to the foregoing, the contractor had the 
other practices, common to some unions’ procedure, 
of featherbedding, jurisdictional squabbles and other 
similar costly actions. He reported that to start up 
a boiler to heat the plant under construction, one 
electrician, one pipefitter, one steward and one fore- 
man was required by the union. When concrete was 
poured, which was done by common labor, the unions 
required “stand-bys” of electricans, operating engi- 
neers and fitters. 

Finally when he found himself victim of a slowdown 
by pipefitters, which in turn tied up subcontractors 
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who had work to follow, he went in desperation to the 
plant owner. There he reported unavailing efforts to 
procure better work performance and serious consid- 
eration was then given to closing down the job in an 
attempt to obtain better labor discipline. This, how- 
ever, would have meant a “boycott against men wil- 
ling to work” with consequent legal liabilities, so work 
went forward at the snail’s pace dictated by the un- 
ions’ officials. The testimony of one supervisor summed 
up the problem when he said, “I didn’t fire anybody 
for quitting early, because it would have just put me 
in trouble; they would have shoved him back down 
my throat, or else I wouldn’t have any men.” 

If you think he was drawing a false picture, there’s 
the classic example of “shoving” in the case of an- 
other large corporation. At its plant a few men and 
women were discovered in cohabitation and fired. 
With the assistance of the union, they carried their 
case to the Labor Relations Board in Washington, 
D. C., and the final ruling required the company to 
reinstate them because the acts complained of were 
committed on the employees’ own time! 

Setting aside any consideration of morals, the whole 
machinery set up by most unions to handle “charges” 
is extremely costly. If an employee is found to be 
performing his work improperly, is to be charged with 
drinking on the job, or perhaps in some instances has 
fallen afoul of finance companies, bringing a garnish- 
ment against the company by whom he is employed, 
a formal charge must be brought by the company to 
bring about a rebuke.

beginning in 1939, and declared war on Japan follow- 
ing our defeat of Japan in 1945. The Red forces quick- 
ly occupied Manchuria, Karafuto and the Kuriles. In 
secret at Yalta early in 1945, Roosevelt and Churchill 
guaranteed Russia a status quo in Outer Mongolia, a 
Communist take-over which we had not recognized; 
the acquisition of Sakhalin and all adjoining Islands; 
the commercial port of Darien; the lease of Port Ar- 
thur; control with China of the Soviet-Chinese railroad, 
with full sovereignty of Manchuria to China, and the 
Kurile Islands, ete. After the defeat of Japan, Rus- 
sia then turned its agents loose over China and soviet- 
ized that country. Russia was permitted by Churchill 
and Roosevelt to occupy the European countries (with 
Allied aid) which she never liberated and in fact as 
planned, sustained by military force. The Russian 
Red campaign to which Bullitt referred in his report 
to Hull in 1935 was launched on schedule and was 
carried out to the letter. 


There was not time schedule put on the Kremlin’s 
Egyptian, Persian and Indian infiltration program, 
or the completion of the Mongol plan by Lenin. But 
the plan has been and is still in operation. Nasser, 
as were Hitler and others, is but a tool of the Kremlin. 
They use such aspiring tyrants as their tools in over- 
throwing or in integrating existing government in the 
transition from so-called “imperialist” (capitalist) 
government to a Communist government. Any non- 
-Communist playing with the Kremlin masterminds 
is certain to in the end get his just dues for his fool- 
ishness, for nothing short of complete capitulation is 
acceptable to the Reds. One has only to review the 
past — Nasser of Hungary, the Lama of Tibet, Hitler 
of Germany, Prince Caro! of Rumania, Tito of Yugo- 
slavia, Benes of Czechoslovakia and others to prove 
this. 
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The Union then goes into high gear, bringing in 
anywhere from two to six witnesses, including local 
union chairmen, stewards, etc. A court reporter must 
be on hand and a transcript of the “case” provided. 
The company, in turn, must have its labor relations 
counsel on hand and the complaining supervisor and 
others concerned. All of this can consume many hours 
at a very considerable cost. The union men get paid, 
of course. Who foots the bill? The ultimate consum- 
er, of course. Why the full panoply of a trial should 
be required by a union in matters so trivial that a 
casual reprimand would serve, is another instance of 
unionism rampant. 

In labor unions’ power climb, we also have the pic- 
ture of Mr. Reuther asking that his union members 
“share in the profits” of the corporation which em- 
ploys them, pays them the prescribed scale of wages 
and all the fringe benefits. He seems to ignore the 
fact that as individuals, any employee who desires to 
can buy shares of the stock of the company. Of course 
that way one takes the poor years with the good; Mr. 
Reuther wants to settle only for the profit years under 
a special “deal,” and to let the corporation take all 
the losses. 

Labor’s protection has been the many votes it repre- 
sents in political campaigns, thereby giving it im- 
munity from regulatory legislation. But eventually 
the public has a habit of getting tired of “being 
damned,” whether by big business, conniving poli- 
ticians, or power-seeking labor leaders, and demands 
that something be done about it. 
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The world Communist movement is a many pronged 
drive. It involves propaganda, infiltration, trade, aid, 
deceit, conspiracy, political moves and double-talk. 
Its effort is to convince where possible, to confuse 
where not, to joint factions, to divide, to create class 
war, civil war, strikes and incidents leading people 
against people and country against country, lying in 
wait to steal control for Communism. 

Lenin once stated: “Unless we (Communists) permit 
the capitalists to exploit some of our resources, we 
will not be able to dispense with our crutches for some 
years. But we will make the capitalists who help us 
pay dearly for the profits they earn from such ex- 
ploitation.” 

Khrushchev said (1955): “We value trade, least for 
economic reasons and, most, for political purposes.” 

This should be a warning to all countries and to all 
peoples ;that trade with the Reds is but placing an- 
other instrument of destruction in their hands. 

With the full knowledge since 1935 that Russia 
would not enter the war against Japan, if the United 
States and Japan became so involved, until the United 
States had defeated Japan, Roosevelt and Churchill 
at Yalta wrote into the Yalta Agreement with Stalin 
that Russia would enter the war against Japan, “two 
or three months after Germany’s surrender and the 
war in Europe has terminated.” In lieu of this “con- 
cession” on the part of Stalin, which had been part of 
his plan as far back as 1935, Churchill and Roosevelt 
gave most of the Far East to the Russian Reds. 

Germany surrendered in May, 1945, and Japan in 
September that same year. Russia declared war on 
Japan August 2, 1945, “a few months” after Hitler’s 
surrender, but only 30 days before Japan surrendered, 
not in time to throw any force against defeated Japan. 
But Stalin took home the dish of gravy, filled for him 
at Yalta in February, 1945.

“The Communist Party is like a submerged subma- 
rine; the part that you see above water is the peri- 
scope, but the part underneath is the real Communist 
organization; that is the conspiratorial apparatus,” 
said J. Peters, Russian head of Soviet secret under- 
ground forces in the United States until his depor- 
tation in 1948. 

“Conditions in America present the most fertile 
soil for Soviet Espionage,” Victor Kravchenko, es- 
caped Soviet official and a refugee in the United States 
told a Congressional Committee. 

Communism in Canada concerns the people of the 
United States as deeply as the conspiracy on our own 
soil, for we have more in common with Canadians, our 
next door neighbors, than the people of any other 
country. On the other hand, many Americans have 
heavy investments in Canada and there is a close tie 
between the labor unions of the two countries. In 
fact, many of the international unions with offices in 
the United States have affiliates in Canada. Traverse 
between the peoples of the two countries is practically 
without regulation. One needs no passport from one 
country to the other. One merely has to show his 
auto ownership license to pass over the border. 

Canada is in the path of any Soviet attack by air 
from the polar region or Siberia, on the United States. 
A foothold in Canada would make of us a direct tar- 
get of the Reds. Communism has been pretty well 
controlled in the past in Canada through the effici- 
ency of the Canadian Mounted Police, but Communists 
have often been able to outwit even that most efficient 
force. It will be recalled that back in the thirties the 
Mounties infiltrated the Communist ranks by plant- 
ing an “ousted” Mounty in their ranks. By his skill 
and cunning he eventually became a trusted official of 
the Red movement. So well organized, both above and 
underground, were the Communists at the time that 
on secret orders from the Kremlin they planned to 
stage the seizure of the Canadian government. It was 
the “ousted” Mountie who through a secret Soviet 
courier received the orders and plans from the Krem- 
lin. It was he who put the plans into blueprint, sta- 
tioning the underground Communists in their key 
spots throughout the country, readied for the seizure 
of the government at a given hour. Unbeknown to 
the Communists he was secreting all the plots and 
plans to the Mounties. As the clock struck the hour 
for the Communist seizure, to be preceded by upris- 
ings, Mounties were secretly stationed at nearby hide- 
outs to round up the Communists in one swoop. The

“ousted” Mountie then became the principal govern- 
ment witness in the trial of the Communists. 

Some time later the Reds maneuvered a plot through 
other channels. This time they were directed through 
the Soviet Embassy in Canada and worked through 
the intelligentsia in Communist Party ranks. They 
created an espionage ring which operated within the 
atom plants in Canada, science laboratories, the armed 
services and universities (chiefly McGill). Through 
trusted Canadian intellectuals the Communists infil- 
trated labor unions operating in American war in- 
dustries and in our Government Departments, in- 
cluding our secret map divisions. This ring was ex- 
posed and broken up only after the defection of a sec- 
retary to the Soviet Ambassador in Canada. He had 
leaked information to the Canadian government, thus 
enabling the Mounties to secretly collect evidence and 
tail the suspects, leading to their conviction and im- 
prisonment. Our Administration (under Truman) was 
given the names of those involved in the United States, 
but nothing was done about them. Only one indi- 
vidual was ousted from the Government following 
the discovery of the theft of national defense maps. 
He was dismissed, but never tried. 

Today the Communist Party operates in Canada 
under the name of the Progressive Labor Party. It

had been outlawed under the name of the Communist 
Party. A recent report to the Nationat Repvstic, 
naming some hundred or more individuals in Canada, 
indicates that the Reds are again very busy there. 
As in the past, the Communists maintain an under- 
ground force throughout Canada. They have again 
infiltrated key positions in various labor unions, par- 
ticularly among the woodworkers, boilermakers, fish- 
eries, marine workers, seamen, machinists, electrical 
workers and painters, as well as in cooperatives, un- 
dergraduate nursing and civil defense groups. They 
have again built up their forces in professional fields 
and in the armed forces. An underground apparatus 
is reportedly active in Victoria, with intellectuals 
chiefly in control, with approximately eighty-two 
members involved. 


March of Communism 
By Subterfuge 


“T agree to any sacrifices and resort to all sorts of 
stratagems, artifices, illegal methods, to evasions and 
subterfuges to carry on Communist work at all costs.” 
—Lenin. 

The duplicity of the Communists is best shown by 
their own actions. Russia agreed in November, 1933, 
to suspend all Communist activity against the United 
States and to pay her debt of $600 million owed to 
the United States and the American people. Two days 
later she repudiated Point One and increased her ac- 
tivities within and without our Country against our 
Government. Eight months later Russia, under State 
Department pressure, offered to settle the $600 mil- 
lion debt for $100 million if the United States Govern- 
ment would lend her on long-time credit and at low 
interest the $100 million plus credit of another $100 
million to purchase munitions in the United States.

Union . would then use the opportunity to seize 
Manchuria and to Sovietize China.” 


Kremlin Planned It That Way 


In 1939, after the conclusion of the Aug. 24 German- 
Soviet 10-year Non-aggression Pact, Stalin said: “We 
stand to gain by the outbreak of war between Ger- 
many and the Allied Powers, England and France. It 
is essential for us that this war should last as long 
as possible in order that both sides may exhaust 
themselves. We must intensify Communist propa- 
ganda in the belligerent countries so as to be well 
prepared for the moment when the war will come 
to an end.” 

(Sept. 1, 1939, Hitler invaded Poland, Sept. 3, Eng- 
land and France declared war on Germany. Sept. 17 
Russia invaded Poland and Nazi and Russian armies 
met at Brest-Litovsk to divide the spoils.) 

“Our penetration into Europe is deep enough to 
give us a continent in the next two years by organized 
process that will make violence almost unnecessary. 
We will take France, probably without civil war, by

Catholics. If DeGaulle were then to attempt a coup 
d’etat, it would be a wonderful opportunity really to 
exterminate our opponents. 

“Ttaly’s problems are complicated by the volume and 
the presence of British and American troops in stra- 
tegic points, but sandwiched in between Yugoslavia 
and France it will nevertheless give in.

The American army 
in (West) Germany, squeezed between a Communist 
France and a Communist Eastern Europe, will be 
able to do nothing in the end, it will just go home.” 
A prominent Communist writing to comrades in 1946.

Iraq and Syria. 

Russia played the war game with Hitler until Rus- 
sia had gained Poland, Lithuania, Latvia, Estonia and 
other countries, then signed a 5-year neutrality pact 
with Japan. Hitler invaded Russia June 22, 1941.

Tue voting record technique of Labor 
Political Action groups has backfired.

picked up from Sidney Hillman’s circles in 1948 by 
the AFL, listed the voting in both House and Senate, 
of candidates regardless of party, on issues selected 
by Labor’s hierarchy. Candidates who voted at least 
70% “right” were considered acceptable by labor lea- 
dership. 

The technique involved the selection of at the most 
in any one year, 16 issues out of the hundreds submit- 
ted to a session of Congress. The voting on these lim- 
ited issues was broadcast to the 15 million members 
of Organized Labor as a chart upon which to evaluate 
Labor’s “friends” or “enemies.” 

Currently Labor is not issuing such voting charts. 
It has found that whole-hearted endorsement of legis- 
lation wholly favorable to Labor and equally whole- 
hearted refusal to vote for legislation beneficial to 
business has not been accepted as “The American 
Way.” 

As farmers, business men, and unorganized work- 
ers have become familiar with the one-sidedness of 
Labor’s selection of issues upon which to oppose or 
endorse candidates, they have recognized the fact that 
Organized Labor is but a one-tenth minority of the 
total electorate. 

They have recognized that there are as many farm- 
ers as there are members of Organized Labor. 

They have recognized the fact that Labor has ac- 
cess to political funds, which can be delivered at the 
direction of labor leaders, which surpass the totals 
of business organizations of varying persuasions and 
interests. 

At national level alone $2,200,000 was tabulated by 
Congressman Ralph Gwinn (R N.Y.) before the House 
of Representatives on March 24, 1958. This was for 
the national election of 1956 and does not count the 
amounts at State level where the spending is carried 
out by State and local unions. 

Figures for 1954 show some of this State level spend- 
ing. 

Teeneet Patrick McNamara (D, Mich.) received 
from locals and State organization of the United Auto 
Workers $725,000. This included $300,000 for TV 
time; $250,000 for special election editions of labor 
publications; and for the hiring of 500 “special or- 
ganizers” at $20 a day, for the 30-day period prior 
to election, or a total of $300,000 for that service 
alone. The union total of political expenditure in 
Michigan was $841,000. 

In the 1956 election in Illinois equally large expend- 
itures were recorded as available for Senator Paul 
Douglas. In Minnesota in the same year Senator 
Hubert Humphrey was lavishly treated by Labor fi- 
nancial support and in Tennessee, Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver was another favored son of the Reuthers. 

Labor’s total income is estimated at $620,000,000 a 
year, exclusive of welfare and pension fund pay- 
ments. Labor in effect is spending 10% of its total 
membership dues income politically. 

In Missouri, Labor’s political tactics have boomer- 


anged. In 1955, Labor elected to the Missouri House 
87 delegates, regardless of party, with 79 required for 
majority action. That grouping passed a full program 
of Labor Boss Legislation. 

As a result Missouri business men and the non-labor 
opposition began campaigning as Labor had done — 
on a house-to-house basis. 

In 1957 this campaign brought about the election of 
only 54 union candidates; 52 middle-of-the-road mem- 
bers and 51 conservatives, It was a stalemate, but it 
ended the out-and-out labor union majority. 

The campaign is currently on to elect a legislature 
not controlled by labor leadership. 

Missouri’s campaign has been so productive of ef- 
feetiveness in blocking the Labor minority control 
that its program is being followed in a number of 
other mid-western states. 

The November elections will tell the results. 


GOLp is a stategic force in world 
economy and trade. Other com- 
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is the catalyst upon which the solution of labor and 
trade problems have been solved since the days of 
Solomon. 

During the period from 1937 to date, during which 
the Soviet initiated and built her plan announced in 
1957 for entering a trade war of extermination against 
the United States and other capitalist powers, the So- 
viet suppressed all statistics of its gold production. 

Back of the capability of backward Russia, in the 
comparatively brief history of the Soviet Union, to 
enter into trade and industrial competition with the 
industrial west, are a number of forgotten factors. 

One is the transfer to the Soviet as part of our lend- 
lease program of World War II, of a number of river 
capacity gold dredges. Each of these dredges has the 
capability of treating an entire river under a process 
magnifying the placer mining technique of California 
during the 1849 Gold Rush. 

These dredges were placed at the Arctic outlets of 
rivers flowing northward through the Siberian and 
Ural plains. 

Simultaneously the Soviet Union ceased publica- 
tion of its figures in gold production. It has been es- 
timated, however, that the Soviet has stock-piled for 
at least 10 years an average annual increment of gold 
of $2,000,000,000. 

Conservative intelligence reports estimate the Soviet 
gold reserve is in excess of that of the United States 
at Fort Knox and elsewhere. 

Trade with Europe, Africa and South America for 
the manufactured goods of the United States and the 
purchase from these areas of raw materials is depend- 
ent upon a constant and uninterrupted supply of raw 
materials. 

The raw material countries suffer a shortage of dol- 
lars with which to buy American finished goods. 

As a result American foreign markets have been 
dropping from year to year, 
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The Soviet produces its gold from state-owned mines, 
using state-owned machinery and politically-driven 
labor, at a cost of, according to estimates, $7-$9 an 
ounce. 

American gold, privately owned, mined by labor 
under the American wage scales, has a fixed Govern- 
ment market purchase price of $35 an ounce. 

Soviet Russia is thus enabled to pay in gold which 
can be converted into American dollars at the rate 
of $35 an ounce, for manufactured goods of European 
countries which are short of dollars, and particularly 
for raw materials produced in countries which also 
suffer a dollar shortage. 

The Soviet is thus using gold which cost her $9 an 
ounce in international trade competition with the 
United States which has a gold evaluation of between 
four and five times the Soviet gold price. 

The Soviet has used this gold weapon in depressing 
aluminum prices to the point where West Germany, 
a United States ally, recently sold aluminum to the 
Soviet for gold. West Germany with this gold bought 
American finished goods such as machine tools and 
other strategically short materials within the Com- 
munist orbit. 

In Brazil, the Soviet is using the gold payment bait, 
buying Brazilian coffee crops but with a proviso that 
Brazil buy heavy industry equipment for oil and rail- 
roads and hydro-electric development from Commu- 
nist sources instead of from the United States. 

The Soviet use of gold in the cold war may not be 
responsible for the $611,000,000 drop in U. 8. Treasury 
gold in the first 34 months of 1958, but the outflow 
of American gold can be matched chronologically by 
Soviet use of gold in the trade war. 

The solution to the obviously unequal valuation upon 
gold as produced by the Soviet and by the United 
States is removal of the fixed price upon gold so that 
it may find its true value in the exchanges of the 


world. 


AMERICAN prestige is at a low ebb 
around the world. 

In China, American citizens are

gant frequency. 

In Communist-satellite East Germany American air- 
men were jailed and the Soviet-stooge nation refused 
to free them except by direct negotiation which would 
affect the diplomatic recognition of the nation’s sov- 
ereignty and integrity of this German satellite of the 
Soviet. 

In Russia itself, American airmen were shot down 
in Armenia and subjected to brutal treatment which 
has been made the subject of formal representations 
by the American Government. 

In the Middle East, freely mouthed charges have 
been made by Egyptian, Syrian and Yemenite spokes- 
men, and by rebel elements of African national areas 
about American intervention and “imperialism.” 

On our own hemisphere rebel elements such as Cas- 
tro in Cuba have kidnapped American citizens, includ- 
ing members of the Armed Forces, and held them arro- 
gantly as demands were made for the recognition of 
the “humanitarian rights” of bandits in open and 
armed rebellion against the duly elected government 
of a nation with which we are at peace. 

In at least four countries of South America, the 
Vice President of the United States has been openly 
insulted while on a formal visit of a state nature, and 
in one of those countries he and his party were sub- 
jected to physical violence. 
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Indeed, the flag of this country was torn from his 
automobile and trampled in the dust! 

In Panama, across which, by international treaty of 
more than half a century’s duration, lies the Panama 
Canal, the United States has abjectly abrogated or 
amended treaties permitting proper safeguards of this 
vitally important and strategic waterway. 

Throughout Latin America, contemptuous language 
about the United States — the country which has pro- 
tected and guaranteed the sovereignty and territorial 
integriy of Latin American republics since 1823 — has 
poured out from radio transmitters, speakers plat- 
forms and legislative forums. 

Even in the areas of our treaty allies in Europe, the 
United States is constantly subjected to impugning 
of motives and objectives. 


Half a century ago American prestige throughout 
the world was at no such low level. When in North 
Africa bandits kidnapped Pericardis, an American 
citizen, and held him for ransom, thredtening him 
with death were it not paid, the American ultimatum 
came quickly and clearly. It was “Pericardis alive 
or Raisuli dead.” Pericardis was freed. 

When American naval forces were fired upon at 
Tampico, American expeditionary forces moved in 
quickly. 

Attacks upon American integrity in China led to 
our participation in the Allied Expedition which 
stormed the walls of Peking and forced the Manchu 
despotism to its knees. 

Throughout the world, American citizenship inspired 
respect. We were recognized as a strong nation, wil- 
ling to stand up for our own people and for the elim- 
ination of oppression of the weak by the strong. 

That position held until the turn of the present cen- 
tury. The Monroe Doctrine held until the interven- 
tion on behalf of Cuba and the Philippines reacted to 
the extent of sending our Armed Forces into action 
wherever imperialistic forces sought to impose con- 
trol over a weak people. 

World War I drew us into the conflicts of Europe 
and again World War II took us into the continuation 
of settlement of those issues. 

We have as a result of those two wars— and the 
economic involvement of reconstituting the stability 
of the nations of Europe— become inextricably in- 
volved in world affairs. 

As a result we are no longer a single balance of 
power between two conflicting elements. We are in- 
volved in the quarrels extending back through the cen- 
turies, and generating from ethnic, religious, eco- 
nomic, strategic and lesser causes. We have been 
faced with the proposition of financing, and aiding, 
contradictory elements. 

The world is confused and so are we. 


Small nations have learned that our involvements 
are such that we hesitate to make decisions. History 
proves that indecision is weakness. We have been 
challenged around the perimeter of the world and have 
permitted the challenge to remain inadequately an- 
swered. 

The world that began to metaphorically twist the 
tale of the British lion now has begun to pull at the 
tail feathers of the American eagle. 

What is needed is leadership which can consolidate 
American policy to the point where if we deliver ulti- 
matums, we support them with force, rather than a 
policy of slapping the wrist of an aggressor and then 
reaching a solution by negotiation, compromise, ap- 
peasement and another handout. 


FREEDOM HAS A CHARTED COURSE 


First, know Communism and its booby-traps then delineate 
the way fo neutralize its Godless treachery and imperialism 


(COMMUNISM is Marxism. It advocates the most 

comprehenSive program of slaughter and insanity 
ever conceived by Man. Karl Marx has corrupted the 
thinking of more people than any other writer in 
history. 

The ideology of Communism is applied Godless ma- 
terialism. 

The major premise of Communism is: There is no 
God.” Communists are enthusiastically atheistic in 
theory and practice. A denial of God requires a denial 
of every virtue and value that originates with God. 
Consequently they deny moral law and ethical values 
which are the foundation of Christian civilization. 

Another premise of Communism is that man is mat- 
ter in motion and nothing more. This being so, man 
is completely contained in the laws of chemistry and 
physics, soulless, spiritless, and with no continuity of 
life, subject to established laws of animal husbandry. 
Entertaining this belief, they preach that the human 
species must be evaluated by the conscious action of 
man himself through science. 

The third premise of Communism is economic de- 
termination. Under this earthy theory all that is 
man — intelligence, emotions, religion and personal- 
ity, merely reflect the economic environment, In other 
words what we think, love and worship is merely 
manifestation of environment in which we have our 
being. 

The Communists say that being true, the responsi- 
bility for individual vice, sin, greed and crime is not 
that of the individual; whatever results is the effect 
of the capitalistic environment upon the individual. 

If man, and hence mankind is to be changed, it is 
silly to try to do it while the “degenerative capital- 
istic” environment surrounds the man. The Commu- 
nists embracing this ideology contend they must first 
conquer the world and then destroy the capitalistic 
environment which is built on profit, selfishness and 
greed, and replace all this with a society built on 
science, unselfishness, and brotherly co-operation. 

The tragedy of Communism is that it transforms 
murder into a righteousness. When a person is con- 
scious of doing an evil act, there is a basis of con- 
tact, but when evil becomes good, there is no point of 
approach; nothing to converse about. 


The philosophic concept of Communism rejects God ; 
and materializes man. As they succeed in their class 
war. the Communists destroy all civilized, ethical and 
spiritual values, and thereby beastialize man; the end 
result must be Frankensteins. It is difficult for a 
Christian to comprehend the Communist’s mind that 
defines murder as a bourgeois term meaning killing a 
person for a bad reason. Reds kill classes for a “good 
reason.” 

In this Comunist picture of Utopia, children grown 
to adults and reflecting as animals the new peace en- 
vironment, will work for love of the work, will give 
because it is better to give than to receive. There will 
be no greed, no police, or need for police, and govern- 
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ment will be abandoned for there will be no need for 
government. There will be no taxes, because everyone 
will be working for the sheer love of the work, giving 
of his best for the general good, and retaining of the 
resulting abundance, only enough for his own personal 
needs, passing the rest on for the general well being, 
all—in this Communist vision of a golden age of 
“eo-operative brotherhood.” 

A basic Communist concept is that class war is a 
fact of being, and peace is a resultant when Commu- 
nism defeats the rest of the world and establishes 
world Communist dictatorship, which is “peace.” Every 
act that aids the Communist conquest, is a peaceful 
act, The universality of class war is a basic concept, 
hence war is a state of being existing between the pro- 
letarian class, and the reactionary “bourgeois class.” 
To the class conscious proletariat, the waging of this 
war is a high duty. 

The Communist Party is the organized brains of 
the proletarian class with a General Staff, whose will 
is unquestioned by the faithful, and this war contin- 
ues in a state until the Communist Party conquers 
and destroys that state. To a Communist, the exist- 
ence of the class war is a fact of being, and so within 
this field any act is righteous and peaceful, that ad- 
vances its triumph. 

Within the scope of their ideology and morality, no 
Communist can tell a lie because by definition, if it 
promotes Communism, it is the truth. This concept 
holds that ultimate truth is the will of the Communist 
Party. The individual is only a material machine and 
truth is just electronic impulses within his brain. 

Accepting the foregoing as showing Communism in 
action, it poses the question: Is Communism a ration- 
ale of murder, lying and enslavement? 

The foundation of our opposition is wrong; our 
Government knows that material science does not 
control the minds and hearts of people. At the same 
time we give abundantly to the peoples of Asia and 
Africa material benefits, with the expectation that 
they will ipso facto embrace freedom and oppose Com- 
munism. In this we have failed. We have not shown 
them that Communism is something that threatens all 
that they hold so valuable. 


To the Indian, whether Hindu, Moslem or Christian. 
his religion, family relationship, his moral code and 
his national aspirations are each important. Com- 
munism is against all these, but we fail to marshal 
our efforts against these forces. 


Communists are materialists who prate to the Ori- 
ental about spirit value while we, believing in spiritual 
value, appeal to the same people through material and 
economic gifts, and so-called grants. 


The present result is that the Communists are win- 
ning the Student ideologically in most lands. We are 
basically employing a Marxist premise to fight Com- 
munism, for the Marxist teaches that ideas of the 
mind and emotions spring from the material. Our 
position is topsy turvy. We must right ourselves. 
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The Asiatic lives on such a low economic level that 
any reduction produces starvation. It does little good 
to tell him that Communism is fundamentally against 
his political rights or to tell him the goal of the Com- 
munists is conquest, not conversion. These mean little 
to an illiterate person whose hunger is never satisfied 
and who must always, all! his life, strive to get some- 
thing to eat for himself and those he loves, The pres- 
ent agitation in Washington about an economic coffee- 
break dressed up for political maneuvering as a de- 
pression in this land of plenty, should show us that 
the age-old slogan “Charity Begins at Home,” is some- 
thing more than mere selfishness; it rings through the 
corridors of time, that the weak cannot help the feeble. 

Our Government yearly pours out billions of eco- 
nomic and military aid to peoples outside the so-called 
Iron Curtain. This is tossing away the substance of 
America, the key stone supporting the arch of freemen 
against the Marxist assault. Foreign aid has greatly 
contributed to the dollar inflation in our own land, 
and inflation is gnawing at business profits and is also 
a thief that unjustly taxes every American. If we

RED LAND: PRISON HOUSE OF RACES 


Since the inception of the Communist movement, 
the followers of Lenin have regarded the aspirations 
of racial and national groups as conveniently avail- 
able tinder for kindling the fires of international revo- 
lution, says Senator James O. Eastland. 

The Senate Internal Security Subcommittee, of 
which Senator Eastland is chairman, is making public 
at this time a 78-page study of Soviet treatment of 
its scores of captive nations. The document is en- 
titled “The Soviet Empire: Prison House of Nations 
and Races.” The study which has been under way for 
some months, has just been completed; but release 
at this time is particularly timely in view of current 
events in the Near and Middle East. 

In a foreword, Chairman Eastland said: 

“Through trained agitators and exploitation of ev- 
ery suitable occasion, national and racial feelings are 
whipped up to a boiling point which culminates in 
acts of violence and rebellion, directed primarily 
against governments of the free world and their allies.” 

He pointed out that a nation so duped by the 
machinations of the Communist conspirators, “having 
served protective ties of the past and having become 
politically, economically and militarily dependent upon 
the Soviet empire and thus, in fact, defenseless, falls 
like a ripe plum into the waiting arms of the Soviet 
to be incorporated either as a Soviet Republic or as 
a satellite state.” 

How this cannibalizing process has been carried out 
in the Soviet itself, through genocide, discrimination 
and abuse of power, to establish its absolute dominion 
over nearly 200 ethnic groups, speaking 125 different 
languages and practicing 40 different religions, is ex- 
plained in the document recently released. 

The study, which is based on extended and careful 
research of hundreds of documents available to experts 
of the Library of Congress, includes population tables 
and a map to aid the reader in an understanding of 
the thorongh and horrendous Soviet program to de- 
stroy the national pride and culture of the peoples 
engulfed in the sprawling empire. 

Through Soviet documents and analyses by knowl- 
edgeable students, the means used by the conscience- 
less Soviet masters are revealed and their results 
reviewed. Among the methods discussed are enslave- 
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tion to the march of Communism will collapse and 
modern civilization will become but history. 

The poverty of the backward nations is due to the 
fact that their policies of expropriation, discrimina- 
tory taxation and foreign exchange control, prevent 
the investment of foreign capital, while their domestic

We 
have traveled already too far down the road of infla- 
tion toward the welfare State. Our role as Atlas of 
the world is suicidal! 


ment and deportation of segments of the population 
to underpopulated areas and industrial projects; 
death by physical hardships and deprivations; sub- 
stitution of Russians for native leaders in political 
and industrial organizations and in the Communist 
Party Councils; the enforced use of the Russian lan- 
guage; destruction of native cultures by rewriting 
dictionaries, histories and other native documents to 
eliminate references to national heroes and events of 
legendary historical import; and colonization by Rus- 
sians. 

The study notes that some 26 million people in the 
Soviet empire are Moslems and that 6 of the 15 repub- 
lics of the U.S.S.R. are predominantly Moslem. The 
people of these states have suffered in almost every con- 
ceivable way from their Soviet masters. Their live- 
stock was decimated, thousands of their people starved, 
executed or deported, their intelligensia purged and 
downgraded in governmental affairs, their histories 
and literature rewritten and falsified, their language 
russified, mosques destroyed, their mullahs arrested 
and their prayer books and Korans destroyed, and 
surviving natives elbowed aside by a huge colonizing 
movement of Russians. 

The study points out that the Jews also face a 
harrowing problem of ethnic survival. Though ap- 
parently 1,800,000 Jews have survived the terrible 
purges and deprivations of Soviet rule, all Yiddish 
schools, the Yiddish theater, Yiddish publishing houses 
and periodicals have been liquidated. Furthermore it 
would appear that the Soviet government has deter- 
mined to ignore the Jew as an ethnic group. It is 
notable that a 1957 publication by the State Pub- 
lishing House for Statistics, in Moscow, entitled “The 
Achievements of the Soviet Regime in 40 Years in 
Figures,” had no tables, diagrams, facts or figures 
where the name Jew or Jewish appeared in 338 pages 
of statistics. 

Among nations which appear to be on the verge 
of extinction, at least as separate cultural entities, 
the study cites the Udege, whose younger generations 
speak Russian almost without accent; the Kamchat- 
dals, only a few of whom can still speak their native 
language; and the Shorians, who now speak Russian 
everywhere except at home. 
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TAKING SUDS OUT OF BRAINWASHING 


Supervisors refuse to appropriate for American Heritage 
Project of Ford Foundation grant to Fund for Adult Education 


‘THE citizens of Los Angeles County, California, 
through its five-man Board of Supervisors, has 
ruled to make any of the organizations disseminating 
socialistic proposals of the American Heritage Project, 
finance their own propaganda. 
It’s an involved procedure, but the final action is 
clear. Here is what happened. 


The American Heritage Project has repeatedly been 
charged with being a national distribution of distor- 
tions of American history. The tax-exempt Ford 
Foundation, source of the original funds supporting 
the American Heritage Project, makes cash alloca- 
tions to its adjunct Fund for Adult Education. 

The Fund for Adult Education, in turn, releases 
cash grants to the American Library Association. 

Then the American Library Association gives finan- 
cial suppert to local or county Governments to spon- 
sor the “discussion group” project. 

Ford’s Adult Education Fund then gradually with- 
draws financial support until the local taxpayers are 
left with the entire cost of the brainwashing job. In 
Los Angeles County the taxpayers objected. 


The first public protest in Los Angeles County 
against AHP was lodged during a budget hearing. 
A 120-pound brunette stepped to the microphone and 
asked the five-man Board of Supervisors to call a halt 
to the American Heritage Project because the pro- 
gram was socialistic in content. The supervisors came 
bolt upright at the charge and angrily cut off the 
speaker. 

A surge of women from the audience swept to the 
railing asking permission to add further charges to 
the one already aired. The Board refused to listen, 
yet passed a motion ordering the AHP funds to be 
“frozen” pending investigation of the Project. 

Leftwingers got busy. Money from an undisclosed 
source enabled CBS-KNX to dub together a 45-minute 
program that was broadcast twice on the choicest and 
most costly air waves. Tape of the supervisors’ meet- 
ing where the initial protest was heard was copied by 
CBS-KNX technical crews without authorization by 
the citizen-protestor, whose voice was used as the 
framework for the entire broadcast. Inserts were re- 
buttals defending the American Heritage Project by 
members of the League of Women Voters, the Amer- 
ican Library Association, and the League of Women 
Voters’ controversial “Freedom Agenda,” sponsored 
by the Fund for the Republic. Some of the rebutters 
were on Ford Foundation’s Adult Education payroll, 
another received money from Ford’s Fund for the Re- 
public, still another received an award from Ford 
Foundation, itself. One lone citizen who was given 
tape-time to record anti-AHP remarks does not re- 
ceive any reward. 

Among the AHP defenders was the CBS-taped voice 
of Henry Steele Commager, the patriot-smearing, anti- 
loyalty-oath, Columbia University professor, pleader 
for amnesty for Reds. In a New York-to-California 
snarl, the professor rasped: “. . . the thousands of 
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people who ... are frightened of controversies of this 
kind believe that it is not safe to discuss certain 
things. And ali these people do not want discussion, 
or they want a one-sided discussion.” 

The American Heritage Project is slanted to Com- 
mager’s notoriously one-sided viewpoint. His sym- 
posium of essays, Living Ideas in America, heavily 
weighted with the socialistic viewpoint, is a source 
book used by AHP. Therefore, curtailment of the 
Project anywhere, causes Commager to how! for selfish 
reasons. 

In Los Angeles County, anti-AHP letters and tele- 
phone calls swamped the County Supervisors. Friends 
whom they could not sidestep, buttonholed them in 
their offices and in the corridors, protesting the use 
of public money for the socialistic propaganda of AHP. 
Citizens circulated reprints of National Repwstic’s 
expose of AHP, published in November, 1955. 

A rumor leaked that a committee appointed and 
headed by one of the supervisors would render a re- 
port to the Board of Supervisors. This was never 
accomplished; the report was hastily abandoned when 
a letter was delivered to the Board, pointing out that 
the committee chairman, himself, had a record of cita- 
tions published in the reports of Un-American Activ- 
ities in California. 

Another committee was substituted, this time a lay 
group appointed by the Board to investigate the 
“validity” of AHP. The “stacked” nature of this 
three-member committee was obvious from the start; 
its background, furnished by the three persons, repre- 
sented : 


A trustee of the Pasadena Area Liberal Arts Cen- 
ter which is supported by Ford’s FAE which also sup- 
ports the AHP. 

A local chapter director of the American Associa- 
tion of United Nations. 

A vice-president of the Southern California Coun- 
cil of UNESCO. 

A local board member of the American Association 
of United Nations. 

A trustee of the American Council of International 
Relations. 


A member of the Council of Foreign Relations. 


A trustee of the American Council of the Institute 
of Pacific Relations (IPR), the alleged “vehicle used 
by the Communists to orientate American Far East- 
ern policies toward Communist objectives,” and “con- 
sidered by the American Communist Party and by 
Soviet officials as an instrument of Communist policy, 
propaganda, and military intelligence.” In fact, the 
IPR man on the AHP lay committee was traceable 
through twenty-nine pages of the indexed IPR sum- 
mary. 

Similar evidence continued pouring into the official 
county records showing the interlocking claque of 
persons promoting the AHP. Certain pro-AHP people 
held prominent positions, not only in the Fund for 
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Adult Education, but also in another Ford Founda- 
tion adjunct, the highly controversial Fund for the 
Republic. This sort of collusion, appointing biased 
people advised by prejudiced associates, to rule on 
the “validity” of the AHP was, in fact, inviting the 
accused to act as judge. 

The people of Los Angeles were incensed; letters 
damning the brash collusion poured into newspaper 
offices, and collected on the desks of the harrassed su- 
pervisors. 


The three-member special committee rendered the 
anticipated “whitewash,” a weak one-page letter rec- 
ommending that the budget item “now frozen be un- 
frozen.” 


The Board of Supervisors acknowledged the com- 
mittee report, filed it without comment, and made no 
move to appropriate tax money to continue the AHP. 


> 
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That is how public opinion triumphed over social- 
istic propaganda in Los Angeles County. 


If pseudo-liberals want to continue brainwashing 
Los Angeles county residents through AHP, they will 
now have to dig down into their own pockets for the 
money. Taxpayers will not bear the cost. 


The California action to cut off public funds 
from financing of the American Heritage Project 
is echoing in other areas, particularly the strongly 
patriotic middle-west farm belt. Veterans or- 
ganizations have introduced condemnatory res- 
olutions at local post levels, and pledged them- 
selves to carry their resolutions through to state 
and national conventions. 


U.N. MUST PROTECT HERO WITNESS

The question of whether a soft-spoken, scholarly, 
middle-aged Dane gets back his job may spell the an- 
swer to whether the peoples of the captive nations be- 
hind the Iron Curtain can continue to have faith in 
the United Nations as a symbol of international jus- 
tice. 

The Dane is Povl Bang-Jensen, who served as Dep- 
uty Secretary to the Special Committee on the Prob- 
lem of Hungary, and who has refused to turn over to 
top U.N. executive officers a sccret Who’s Who list of 
Hungarian witness-patriots., 

For his refusal to give top United Nations officials 
a secret list of Hungarian witnesses against Com- 
munist aggression in Hungary, Povl Bang-Jensen, 
who was Deputy Secretary of the Special Committee 
on the Problem of Hungary, has been suspended as 
senior political affairs officer in the U.N. Secretariat. 

Naturally, the Danish official’s suspension pleases 
the Soviet Union since it is an example to other cap- 
tive nations that they can expect no international 
support by following Hungary’s lead and staging an 
uprising. 

Since Bang-Jensen is subject to U.N. regulations 
that prevent his discussing the affair with outsiders, 
we cannot hear from his own lips why he believes the 
refusal is justified. However, it followed. the suspen- 
sion of a Ceylonese official, Dhanala Samaresekera, 
who, according to an Associated Press dispatch from 
Colombo, has been charged with “turning over to a 
Russian, Vladimir Grusha (then secretary of the 
Soviet delegation), some information on the fact- 
finding investigation of the Hungarian situation by 
Ceylon and four other nations.” 

In a recent press conference, U.N. Secretary-Gen- 
eral Dag Hammarskjold admitted that the alleged 
Ceylonese spy for the Soviet Union had been dis- 
missed. Now even the Secretary-General knows that 
U.N. secrets may not be very well kept. 

Were not misgivings about U.N. security procedures 
justified, perhaps it would be necessary for this or- 
ganization to depart from ordinary legal procedure in 
the Bang-Jensen affair. 

For example, in a January press release the three- 
man group investigating the case— Ernest A. Gross, 
formerly Assistant Secretary of State under Dean 
Acheson ; Constantin A. Stavropoulos, U.N. legal coun- 
sel, and Philippe de Seynes—refers to itself as a 
“committee.” But in a December statement Gross had 
said: 


“We are not, of course, either a formal group or a 
committee in the sense of being guided by any rules 
or regulations of the Secretariat. The only rules that 
we shall follow will be those of common sense, justice 
and fairness.” 

Acting on this assurance by Gross, and thinking 
he was merely having an informal and friendly talk 
with his superiors, Bang-Jensen appeared twice be- 
fore the “committee” without a lawyer, not realizing 
that it was an investigating committee in the full 
sense of the word, 

The second unusual aspect in this case is that since 
his suspension on December 4, 1957, Bang-Jensen has 
been denied access to his own papers, Reliable sour- 
ces claim that these papers contain proof of Bang- 
Jensen’s contention that he was authorized to assure 
Hungarian witnesses that their identity would be pro- 
tected. Since he has not had access to his papers, 
there is the possibility that they have been tampered 
with. 

Finally, on the very day of Bang-Jensen’s suspen- 
sion, the Secretary-General acted in violation of U.N. 
staff rules for handling personnel problems by bring- 
ing in a non-U.N. staff member, Gross. This contrasts 
with the procedure followed in the handling of the 
alleged Ceylonese spy, where the three-man committee 
was composed solely of U.N. staff members. 

Curiously, too, UN sources have revealed that Pov! 
Bang-Jensen stands officially accused by a U.N. com- 
mittee of conduct that “departs markedly from nor- 
mal and rational standards of behavior.” Is Bang- 
Jensen’s desire to protect the lives of the Hungarian 
witness-patriots and their relatives a departure from 
“normal and rational standards of behavior’? 

Who is behind all this? 

Perhaps Gross and the other “committee” members 
are merely passing on the line they have been handed 
about Bang-Jensen because they sincerely view the 
Danish official’s concept of duty as a roadblock against 
their desire for peaceful coexistence with the U.S.8.R. 
There may also be the natural human desire on the 
part of some U.N. officials to cover up leaks from se- 
cret documents, or inefficiency in the Secretariat, that 
may have given rise to Bang-Jensen’s apprehension 
about divulging the list of names. 

It is obvious, however, that Communists and fel- 
low-travelers will stop at nothing to recapture the 
ground they lost, particularly among the so-called

EIGHT STEPS TO BETTER SCHOOLS 


Louisiana educator suggests screening of pupils and teaching 
according to pupil-ability to absorb; emphasis on fundamentals 


F_VERYBODY talks about schools, but, like the wea- 

ther, no one seems to do much about the subject. 
Parents, pupils, teachers, administrators, state ofli- 
cials, all get a share of the blame or praise, but gen- 
erally the comments boil down to: 

1. There should be more school authority to enforce 
discipline, even to the hickory stick. 

2. There should be more of the 3 R’s and less of the 
“frills.” 

But such a return to yesterday would only aggra- 
vate, rather than solve the problem, from my view- 
point as a working teacher. 

Perhaps it’s well to look at “how we got into this 
mess.” Our first schools were for religious prepara- 
tion and enlightenment, with the colleges emphasizing 
religion, Hebrew and Greek. Soon our Government 
established a secular school at West Point, with a 
degree in engineering. Then came compulsory school 
attendance, generally through age 16. Forced edu- 
cation came into vogue. 

Not all people have the same capability or the same 
interests, yet we seem to operate our school system 
on that basis. Today many pupils and some parents 
have come to the belief that schooling is neither an 
opportunity nor a privilege. Some pupils look on 
schooling as a ten-year sentence. Some parents feel 
that school is a good place to send children so that 
mothers will have some free time during the day. 

People are like trees. Some bear fruit, some nuts. 
Some are for wood, and some are for shade and beauty. 
We can gather all the pupils into one classroom, but 
we cannot make the fruit of their labors the same. 
As a tree grows best where nature intended it to grow, 
so does the pupil mature best where the environment 
and his nature are most compatible. 

How many adults rush home from work to read 
Tennyson, or “Chemistry in Every Day Life,” or sec- 
ond year algebra? Adults choose their activities. 
Pupils like to select their activities, too, but many 
must choose their courses on a “lesser of two evils” 
basis. These elective subjects, games, and the social 
activities of school life seem to be the activities most 
remembered after graduation. Learning under com- 
pulsion is not retained. 

Latin and Greek unquestionably are valuable lan- 
guage studies as bases for the evolution of modern 
language, but how many college graduates today be- 
lieve that the same number of curricular hours de- 
voted to genuine mastery of a modern language would 
not be of far greater actual value to them in this age 
of increasing international contacts? 

With compulsory education came larger enrollment, 
teacher shortage, crowded classes, lack of supplies and 
equipment, transportation problems, problems of in- 
terest, grading curves, lowered standards, higher cost 
per pupil, boredom for good and poor students, and 
disciplinary problems resulting from frustration of 
both teachers and pupils. 

To raise money for many things needed but not sup- 
plied, the school has gone more or less commercial. 
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Extensive athletic programs are established for pub- 
lic amusement, and school revenue. The selling of 
concessions, supplies, seeds, magazines, cakes, plays, 
concerts and even outside entertainers disrupt the 
school schedule and class routine, adding to the many 
problems faced by the teacher doing that for which 
he has a license and is paid. The temple of learning 
has been corrupted by money changing. 

Besides, this selling activity competes with the 
merchant trying to make things come out in a close 
market. The owner of the neighborhood bakery, who 
pays schoo] taxes, finds himself in competition with 
pies and cakes made from tax paid ingredients by the 
domestic science schoo] pupils, and yet sold for cash 
at school “exhibits.” The owner of the theater finds 
himself in competition with the school play, to which 
admissions are charged, and may even be asked to 
lend his theater for its presentation. The grocer, the 
stationer, the publisher, all of whom pay taxes to 
support the schools, and all of whom pay licenses to 
do business, find themselves in competition with ac- 
tivities of the schools for which everything is pro- 
vided by taxes. 

The Community should be invited to see how its 
investment in schools is progressing. A parents’ 
night, with visiting, demonstrations, recitations, 
games and concerts are in order once or twice a year, 
but not with paid admissions. The tax payer who sup- 
ports the schools certainly should not be charged an 
admission to attend a stockholders’ meeting. 

Public school needs should be met entirely from the 
funds provided by tax-funds. If the school must con- 
tinue selling, then the school should pay license, ad- 
mission or other taxes on funds so raised, just as is 
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required by the business counterparts with which they 
compete. 

The curricular end-product of our present system is 
like the overloading of the electric wiring of our 
homes. Too many gadgets plugged in on one circuit 
cause a fuse to blow. Some pupils, the more docile 
ones, decide to sit it out: the more aggressive ones 
decide to fight it out. The result is unrest, and from 
various points around the world come reports of at- 
tempts to make changes. 

In New Zealand the compulsory school attendance 
age has been lowered from 16 to 14 years. 

In Germany children go to the fourth grade in gen- 
eral schooling. Then a test is given to determine 
which pupils shall be scheduled for later high school 
and college education, and which shall merely con- 
tinue in the regular classes for general education 
through the eighth grade level. 

Both parents and pupils, under this German sys- 
tem, recognize the value of education. But they rec- 
ognize too, that by the time a pupil reaches the fourth 
grade, he has indicated an aptitude, or more impor- 
tantly, a desire for education and a recognition for 
the long-range advantages of high school and college 
work. The Germans recognize the overall absurdity of 
reducing all education, from fourth to eighth grade 
levels to the pace of the poorest students. 

In the United States there are many current efforts 
to provide a separation of the gifted student-mind from 
the mediocre, for the opportunity of the ambitious stu- 
dent to forge ahead of and away from the ranks of 
those apathetic, dissident or ill-adapted students who 
cannot or will not maintain adequate scholastic stand- 
ing. 

As I talk to other teachers and read of educational 
programs, I find that many of our finest schools are 
screening and testing, limiting class enrollments, and 
shifting pupils according to capabilities more frequent- 
ly than at semesters. Some schools, realizing that 
sound morality must underlie all instruction, are 
giving more attention to morality. How peculiar it 
must seem to graduates, for whom the school has 
prevented religious comment, to be offered a Bacca- 
laureate service with hymns, prayers and a sermon. 


In my opinion, as a teacher, I believe improvement 
would come to our schools if we would consider and 
use some or all of the eight following suggestions. 


1. We need a better and more frequent testing and 
grouping of pupils than is provided under the semes- 
ter interval. 

2. For instruction, only one group of students would 
be taught in the class area at a given time. There 
should be no division of attention. 

3. Grades should be posted or reported more fre- 
quently than at the general present interval of six 
weeks, 

4. Overcrowding of classes should be avoided by 
limiting class enrollment to what is necessary for the 
best class interest. 


5. Pupils should not be required to study subjects 
which tests show are beyond their comprehension. A 
doctor excuses a child from certain school activities 
for medical reasons. [lroper school authority should 
be permitted to excuse pupils from certain classes for 
intellectual reasons. 


6. Morality should be considered. 
7. The school should avoid all commercialism. 


8. As soon as a student’s capability does not per- 
mit pursuit of regular courses, the student should be 
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excused from such courses, not only for the benefit of 
that student, but for the sake of the other studens and 
of the teacher. Not to excuse such a student will lead 
toward delinquency in performing assignments, poor 
attendance, bad behavior and eventually cheating, 
lies, and other social characteristics in an effort to 
“cover-up” frustration and inability to compete with 
fellow students. 

If the school is required to keep the child when he 
is unable to benefit from the regular school courses, 
then the child should be grouped with other children 
of like capability for developing good social charac- 
teristics through projects within the mental reach of 
that group. 

As soon as possible the child that cannot pursue 
the regular courses should be excused from school and 
placed in charge of the parent. As soon as possible this 
child should be permitted to go to work at what at- 
tracts his interest, and within his capabilities. 

The eight suggestions above are not intended to be 
a “cure-all” for the admitted ills of our present edu- 
cational set-up. Nor do I hold with those critics who 
would place all the out-croppings of so-called juvenile 
delinquency on the current crop of our sub-teen and 
teen-agers. 

I can’t find it in my heart to wholly blame a student 
of this generation, of high school or college age, who 
takes a drink, if he comes from a home where “bath- 
tub gin” and “home-brew” beer were used as a subter- 
fuge to escape the legal restrictions of prohibition. 

And is the youth who violates traffic laws with a 
“hot-rod” to be held entirely morally at fault, when he 
sees his father neutralizing the law by using secret 
influence to get his own traffic violation tickets 
“fixed”? 

Can the parent, whose example fosters condoning 
of law violations which affect him, shrug off onto the 
schools and the teacher, the outcropping of the parent 
attitude in the actions of the child?

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NEW MEXICO IS BOTH OLD AND NEW 


Old Governor's Palace in Santa Fe is oldest capital in Nation, 
State Capital is newest, among many contrasting time elements 


NEw MEXICO claims the double distinction of hav- 

ing both the oldest and newest State capital in 
the United States. The oldest is the Palace of the 
Governors built in 1610, a decade before the Pilgrims 
landed at Plymouth. The newest is the cluster of 
territorial-style stuctures housing offices of the State 
government a few blocks from the historic Santa Fe 
Plaza. 

Planted in the front rank of young rising States by 
the genius of our day and age, New Mexico is a land 
of broad ranges, where hundreds of flocks of sheep 
browse, where sleek cattle grow fat on luscious ranges, 
where fields of grain wave in the healthful breeze, 
where orchard trees bend low under their weight of 
luscious fruits, and where the rocks lay bare inex- 
haustible veins of precious metals. 


Scattered along new-found trails are sleepy little 
Mexican villages, ancient Indian pueblos, still inhab- 
ited, and those older abandoned ruins which give to 
the region its peculiar atmosphere of mystery. 


The history of New Mexico opens with a pretty 
legend that dated back to a time in Spain when a sov- 
ereign fighting amid his native mountains, found him- 
self hemmed in by the enemy, and would have perished 
with all his army had not one of his enterprising 
soldiers discovered an unsuspected pass, the en- 
trance to which he marked with a bleached cow’s 
skull and then, returning, led a retreat through the 
pass to safety. By order of the grateful king the 
family name of the soldier was thereupon made Ca- 
beza de Vaca —cow’s head —to celebrate so oppor- 
tune a service. This soldier's descendants had a pas- 
sion for discovery and exploration, and so in 1536, 
New Mexico was first entered by a foreign party. 


The oldest structure still standing in Santa Fe was 
erected in 1530. This region was the scene of Spanish 
exploration a century before the eventful arrival of 
the Mayflower on New England’s shores. Onate, the 
explorer, occupied this building in 1598. The oldest 
standing church is also found here. It was named 
for San Miguel, and was erected in 1540. Both build- 
ings are of adobe. The beams of the ceiling are of 
hardwood and are hand-carved. There are hanging 
on the walls several canvasses, all of them much older 
than the edifice. The bell belonging to the church is 
sweet-toned and in good condition. The material from 
which it was cast in 1530, is a composition of several 
rare metals. 


The Spanish forces first took possession of the city 
of Santa Fe in earnest in 1605. The city today is 
among our most quaint, unlike any other place on the 
continent. It is simply Santa Fe, for no other region 
is comparable to it, even within the boundary of New 
Mexico. It was modeled after no other city, and no 
community has been fashioned after it. There are to- 
day the two Santa Fes — the old and the new — each 
separate and distinct and apart from the other. They 
co-exist even if they do not harmonize. The old rivets 
the visitor’s eye and interest; the new disappoints his 
expectations. 
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The Governor’s Palace, at times the residence of 
three score rulers— Spanish, Indian, Spanish-Amer- 
ican, and American, reveals to the visitor that it has 
taken part in the history that has been accorded its 
walls and the several severe sieges which occurred 
within its compartments. It was erected in 1600 and 
was vacated for the removal of the government to the 
new and modern structure. 


The story of the palace forms, in its historic won- 
der, some of the darkest days of our American history, 
and within its walls, no doubt, have been enacted some 
of the most grim and terrible scenes our country has 
ever experienced. The story of its walls stretches back 
into real antiquity, to a period when the Inquisition 
held royal power; when zealous friars of the Order of 
St. Francis exhorted throngs of dimly comprehending 
heathen, and when the mailed warriors of Coronado 
told marvellous, uncontradicted tales of ogres that 
were believed to dwell in the surrounding wilderness. 
Beneath its roof are garnered priceless treasures of 
that ancient time, which curious present-day visitors 
may behold. 


There are faded pictures of saints painted upon 
puma-skins, figures laboriously wrought in wood to 
shadow forth the Nazarene; votive offerings of silver. 
in the likeness of legs, arms and hands, brought to the 
altar of Our Lady by those who had been healed of 
wounds or disease; rude stone gods of the heathen, 
and domestic utensils and implements of war. There, 
too, may be seen ancient maps of the New World, let- 
tered in Latin and in French, on which California 
appears as an island of the Pacific, and the country 
at large is confidently displayed with grotesque inac- 
curacy. 


Twenty American and seventy-six Mexican and 
Spanish rulers have successively occupied the old pal- 
ace. It has survived all those strange modulations 
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by which a Spanish province had become a territory, 
then a State of the American Union. 

General Kearney, the intrepid fighter and cam- 
paigner, was the first Yankee governor to be estab- 
lished in the palace, and General Lew Wallace here 
wrote many of the alluring pages of his world-famed 
book, “Ben Hur,” while a resident under its protec- 
tion. Governor George Curry, the cowboy statesman, 
Rough Rider captain, and pacificator of the Island of 
Samar in the Philippines, was the last of the line 
which occupied the palace. He moved out in 1910 
into the new executive mansion, which being a repro- 
duction of the Ohio building at the Chicago Exposi- 
tion, is a most beautiful residence, conveniently ar- 
ranged and appointed for the home uses and public 
functions alike. 

There are other places of antiquarian interest, where 
are stored Spanish archives covering two and a half 
centuries, and numerous paintings and carvings of 
great age; the Church of Our Lady of Light, the 
Cathedral of San Francisco, and finally the Church 
of San Miguel and the House, isolated from everything 
that is in touch with our time by their location in the 
heart of the old Mexican village. Here, at last, is the 
real Santa Fe of our anticipation; a straggling ag- 
gregation of low adobe huts divided by narrowing 
winding lanes, where in the sharply defined shadows 
loathsome-faced old men and women sit in a vacuous 
idleness and burros loaded with wood and garden 
truck pass to and fro; and in small groups of chat- 
tering women one catches an occasional glimpse of 
bright interrogating eyes and a saucy face, in spite 
of the closely drawn tapelo. 

If some sturdy figure in bright, clanking armor 
should obligingly pass along the thoroughfare, you 
would have an exact picture of the place as it ap- 
peared three centuries ago. Nothing but that figure 
has departed from the scene, and substantially noth- 
ing new has entered in. The place does not change. 
The hurrying activities and traditions of the outer 
world, from which it is separated by only a narrow 
arroyo, count for nothing here. One questions if the 
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outline of a shadow has altered for generations. The 
Old House, where Coronado is said to have lodged in 
1540, and the Church of San Miguel, which was sacked 
in 1680, are not distinguishable from their surround- 
ings by any air of superior age. All is old, a petrifica- 
tion of medieval human life done in adobe. 

As in the capital city of Santa Fe, the visitor finds 
the same blend of old and new. Prehistoric cliff ruins 
still stand but a few miles from modern atomic labora- 
tories. Jet planes leave vapor trails in the heavens 
over mission churches erected by the Spanish padres 
more than three centuries ago. 

Centuries of history flavor the Santa Fe region. 
Here are Indian pueblos, charming villages and vener- 
able Spanish missions, in this land of traditions and 
culture of Old Spain, blended with centuries-old In- 
dian customs and the ways of the modern world. Here 
it was that civilization made its first heroic stand in 
the Western Hemisphere. 


COMMUNIST FRONT ORGANIZATIONS 


Efforts of the bona fide party membership have been 
complemented by an intensified program of infiltrat- 
ing mass organizations. To disguise its programs as 
the offerings of legitimate organizations and to di- 
vorce its activities from the stigma of open identifi- 
cation with communism, the party has established 
many “front” groups and continuously strives to in- 
filtrate unsuspecting, well-respected organizations. 
Since front groups are used to dupe loyal citizens in 
supporting and promoting campaigns which are de- 
signed to help the party attain its goals, they consti- 
tute one of the most important phases of Communist 
activity in the United States. 

We now have approximately 150 known, or sus- 
pected, Communist front and Communist-infiltrated 
organizations under investigation. 

These infiltrating tactics constitute a real security 
hazard. While the Communist Party members in 
some 60 countries in the world constitute only a neg- 
ligible percentage of the people enslaved, their suc- 
cesses have been achieved in a large measure through 
the technique of infiltration; by seizing leadership of 
key organizations, groups and popular fronts; and by 
brutal force. 

The influence of the Communist conspiracy reaches 
into almost every walk of life. To gage its effect, we 
need only to note the widespread clamor which is 


raised whenever our Government attempts to deal 
firmly in self-defense against the subversive threat. 

Certain organizations obviously dedicate their ef- 
forts to thwart the very concepts of this Nation’s se- 
curity programs. They vehemently oppose methods to 
gain this security and it is obvious that their aim is to 
destroy it. They protest that they are fighting for 
freedom, but in reality, they seek license. 

They hypocritically bar Communists from their 
membership, but they seek to discredit all persons 
who abhor Communists and communism. They claim 
to be anti-Communist but they launch attacks against 
congressional legislation designed to curb communism. 
They distort and misrepresent and ridicule the Gov- 
ernment’s security efforts. 

They lobby and exert pressure on the leaders of 
Government both in the legislative and executive 
branches. 

Sadly, the cult of the pseudoliberal, which is any- 
thing but liberal, continues to float about in the pink- 
tinted atmosphere of patriotic irresponsibility; and 
remains strangely silent when another nation such as 
Hungary is pillaged, plundered, and reduced to vir- 
tual serfdom by barbaric communism. 

Every pseudoliberal in this country should look in- 
side his heart and give heed to the destruction he may

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TWO MEN IS NOT A COLONEL'S UNIT 


Stewart is only recorded instance of punishment of an officer 
by banishment to a troopless command without trial or charge 


NE of the strangest incidents in American history 
is Colonel William Fayssoux Stewart’s banish- 
ment to active duty to an abandoned, dilapidated, iso- 
lated desert fort. This fort was 25 miles from the 
nearest railroad and 75 miles from the nearest army 
post surgeon. The only inhabitants of the fort were 
a colored cook, the tubercular caretaker William Nail, 
and Colonel Stewart. This was the first and only time 
such action was ever taken against a U. 8. Army officer. 
Colonel Stewart was never tried by a court martial, 
and yet, President Theodore Roosevelt ordered that 
he be relieved of his Coast Artillery command at Fort 
Barrancas, Florida, and that he proceed “without 
delay” for active duty at abandoned Fort Grant, 
Arizona. Being a good soldier, with a background of 
41 years as an army officer, he obeyed the order, but 
not without a request for an explanation for such 
harsh action. 


Colonel Stewart was tough, but he was a loyal cit- 
izen and gallant soldier. He was the second generation 
of a family of three successive generations of army 
colonels. He was courageous and was promoted to 
brevet major for his gallantry in fighting Indians at 
Clearwater, Idaho. Because he was a strict disci- 
plinarian he was a terror to both enlisted men and 
officers, and obnoxious to some civilians. 

He was one of the most colorful officers of the U. 8. 
Army. It seems there was never a dull moment in 
his entire career as an army officer. He was stubborn, 
stern, and sometimes inflexible in judgment. He was 
hot tempered, and he sometimes used strong language. 
He did not care much what people thought of him if 
he felt he was doing his duty as a soldier and Amer- 
ican citizen. He was of the rugged individualist class 
of Americans that pioneered and conquered the wil- 
derness of this country. 

Since he was the second ranking colonel of the Ar- 
tillery Corps, and Colonel George G. Goodenough, the 
first ranking colonel was about to retire, Colonel Stew- 
art made application that he be considered for promo- 
tion to brigadier general. 

His request was denied. And shortly after Major 
General Frederick D. Grant, Major General William 
P. Duvell, Brigadier General John M. K. Davis, and 
Brigadier General Arthur Murray (all of whom had 
been promoted to general officers over the head of Col- 
onel Stewart) through the Secretary of War William 
Howard Taft, delivered a report to President Theodore 
Roosevelt recommending that Colonel Stewart should 
be retired from the Army. 

About the same time Major General Frederick D. 
Grant is reported to have said that the only cure for 
Colonel Stewart’s arbitrary rulings was to “get rid 
of the irritant, which can be done by offering Colonel 
Stewart an alternative of relief from command or re- 
tirement on his own application.” 

Not long afterward, Colonel Stewart received a 
registered letter, dated September 23, 1907, from a Lt. 
Col. Benjamin Alvord of the Adjutant General’s office 
in which he was ordered to telegraph his reply within 
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24 hours after its receipt. To the amazement of Col- 
onel Stewart the letter informed him that President 
Theodore Roosevelt would order him to Fort Grant, 
Arizona, if he did not apply for immediate retirement. 

Colonel Stewart, however, was in no mood to retire. 
He was only 58, and he considered himself in good 
health. Therefore he replied by telegraph: “In order 
to cause such a letter to be sent there must have been 
some report or charge made against me to the War 
Department. I am ignorant of the purport of the re- 
port or charges. In law a person is assumed innocent 
until proven guilty. Before any action is taken... 
I am entitled to know the report, or charges, or should 
have a chance to defend myself. I therefore request a 
court of inquiry, as provided for in the 115th Articles 
of War, be appointed to examine into the accusations 
or imputations made against me.” 

On October 5th, from Fort Grant, Colonel Stewart 
wrote to Colonel McCain and complained about the 
inhabitability of the fort. He wrote that the wind, 
rain and snow penetrated into his quarters and that 
it was impossible to keep warm. To this McCain re- 
plied that the Quartermaster General would be di- 
rected to make the place more habitable. Then Colo- 
nel McCain added: “You are to be retained at Fort 
Grant until you reach the minimum age (62 years) 
permitting your compulsory retirement by the Pres- 
ident, unless in the meantime your application to be 
retired should be received.” 


Colonel William Fayssoux Stewart, U.S.A., the Banished 
Army Colonel 
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Three times Colonel Stewart requested that a court 
of inquiry be appointed to examine the facts of his 
case; and each time his request was denied. 

Mrs. William F. Stewart, who was a member of one 
of the oldest families of Maryland, a grand-daughter 
of William Pinkney, and a cousin of the sometime 
U. 8. Senator William Pinkney Whyte, after Colonel 
Stewart had spent five months at his lonely fort en- 
listed the help of friends and Senator Isidor Rayner 
of Maryland, to do something in behalf of her husband. 

As a result, on May 12, 1908, Senator Rayner in- 
troduced Senate Joint Resolution No. 82 which stated 
that Colonel Stewart was never “served with a copy 
of the charges against him, that his requests for court 
of inquiry have been denied.” 

The Resolution concluded with this suggestion: 
“That the President of the United States be author- 
ized and directed to convene a court of inquiry.” Un- 
fortunately, the resolution never got out of the mil- 
itary committee. 


President Roosevelt's answer to Senator Rayner’s 
letter clearly indicates that Colonel Stewart was 
doomed and that he would never have a trial for the 
President replied: “There is no point in having a 
court martial. At present I do not see how any court 
of inquiry would express an opinion to which 
I should pay any more heed than to Grant, Murray, 
Duvell and Davis, in accordance with whose recom- 
mendations I have acted.” 


In reply Senator Rayner delivered himself of an 
oration of sarcasm in the Senate. In part he said: “If 
the President is satisfied, everybody ought to be satis- 
fied. Why not? What right has anybody to be dis- 
satisfied with anything that satisfies the President? 
Who would be guilty of such a treasonable act? The 
king cannot commit a wrong. Congress may make 
mistakes. Courts may err. Human judgment at the 
zenith of its strength may arrive at faulty and errone- 
ous conclusions, but the Executive can never blunder. 
Infallibility is one of his attitudes . . . The prosecution 
has been heard but not a word for the defense, and 
the truth of the prosecution, the President says, has 
been established ‘beyond a possibility of upsetting’ 
when the man,’ (Colonel Stewart), “never had the 
slightest opportunity to defend himself, or even being 
confronted with the witnesses .. . That is the Presi- 
dent’s conception of constiutional prerogative. It has 
never been paralleled in the military records of Amer- 
ican history.” 

President Theodore Roosevelt now decided to in- 
troduce a new element in the case. He ordered Col- 
onel Stewart to make a ninety mile horseback ride to 
test his physical condition. Colonel Stewart accepted 
the challenge, but he was never permitted to make 
the test. The Army doctors would not permit it. 
They examined his lungs, his head, and they found 
nothing wrong. Then upon further examination they 
said he was partially blind in one eye and that he was 
suffering from “Cardiac hypertrophy, dilitation, and 
nitral insufficiency.” Colonel Stewart did not believe 
the Army doctors. He requested the right of exam- 
ination by private doctors. This privilege was denied. 

The Army doctors’ diagnosis, whether it was fiction 
or fact, was milk and honey to the enemies of Colonel 
Stewart. They now were sure they would get him 
out of the Army. 

In a matter of only a few days an Army Retiring 
joard for Colonel Stewart’s case was appointed. 
Medical officers Lt. Col. William H. Arthur and Ma- 
jor Guy L. Edie, of the Board, ruled that Colonel 
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Teddy Roosevelt Ordered Colonel Stewart’s Banishment 


Stewart was no longer physically fit for Army service; 
and, on October 10, 1908, Colonel Stewart was offli- 
cially retired for disability in line of duty. Colonel 
Stewart was never permitted to produce witnesses 
and experts to prove he was a fit officer. 

At last his enemies, who refused to face him, got 
their way. But, he had the satisfaction of outliving 
many of them for he lived to be three months short of 
reaching his 75th birthday. He died February 29, 
1924. 

What were the alleged charges against Colonel Wil- 
liam F. Stewart? Senator Rayner said the “charges 
are frivolous and petty.” He was said te be unpopular 
and too aggressive. President Roosevelt wrote that 
he was “culpably remiss” in not being more speedy 
to discover and convict a quartermaster who was 
guilty of embezzlement. He was said to have refused 
to allow a civilian to repair his army-owned residence 
without proper authorization. He was accused of or- 
dering a young lieutenant to a second tour of duty at 
an isolated sub-station at Fort Barrancas, Florida. 
It was alleged that he was surly to some citizens of 
Pensacola. He was supposed to have issued some ar- 
bitrary rulings which obstructed the absolutely free 
usage of a wharf at Fort Leavitt on Cushing Island— 
an island that was half owned by the Government and 
the other half by a summer hotel company. Roosevelt 
wrote that he was “believed to be often irresponsible 
through ungovernable temper.” He was said to have 
refused to allow an officer to use an army barracks 
for some wedding festivities. He was accused of be- 
ing too much of a stickler for the enforcement of Army 
regulations to the letter. He was said to have been 
a nagging, officious officer toward those below his 
rank, And he was accused of having called an old 
sergeant “a dirty, insolent pup.” 


Destructive forces now operating throughout the 
world may invoke the name of liberty; but their object 
is not to make men free, but to oppress; not to estab- 
lish the self-government of a people, but the dictator- 
ship of a class, Against these latest and most insidi- 
ous assaults we must build our redoubts and man them 
with patriots. — Charles Evans Hughes

Japan attacked Pearl Harbor, Dec. 7, 1941. President 
Roosevelt pledged all-out aid to Russia June 24, 1941. 
May 7, 1945, Germany surrendered, and on Aug. 14, 
1945, Japan surrendered. 

When Japan surrendered to the U.S.A. in 1945, a 
civil war was immediately touched off by the Commu- 
nist forces against the Nationalist government of 
China, and in September, 1949, the Chinese Reds (un- 
der Russian direction) set up the Chinese People’s 
Communist government. In August, 1945, with the 
defeat of Japan, Russia declared war on Japan and 
occupied Manchuria, Karafuto and the Kuriles, The 
New Deal and Fair Deal Administrations if they read 
Ambassador Bullitt’s report of July, 1935, were well 
apprised of what Russia’s game was to be. They ei- 
ther pooh-poohed the report, or felt that they could 
convince the Kremlin heads to drop their long-range 
plan. Communism marched on and the pattern, 
though partially off schedule, is yet a possibility un- 
less we come to our senses and take them for their 
boasts insofar as their aggressive actions are con- 
cerned. 

Hitler’s Mein Kampf was disregarded, yet it was 
the published-in-advance plan he followed. The Com- 
munists have then and now stated their aims and 
plans. Pieced together, they form a Communism 
Mein Kampf. 


Cuban-Bound Arsenals 
Seized in Raids 


An arsenal assembled for shipment to the rebel 
leaders of the Cuban revolutionary movement has 
been seized by New York City police and another in 
Miami Beach, Florida. Socrates Ravelo, 21, a native 
of the Dominican Republic, and Jesus Rodriquez, also 
21, of Cuba, were arrested in New York City and ad- 
mitted they were sympathizers of Fidel and Raul 
Castro, leaders of the revolution in Cuba. Ravelo 
came to the United States in 1953 and Rodriquez in 
1955. Both have been “unemployed.” 

The men refused t say how they obtained the 
weapons or how they expected to ship them to the 
rebel forces in Cuba. Included in the seized wea- 
pons in New York City was a submachine gun, 2 load- 
ed .45 caliber automatic pistols, a Garand U. 8. Army 
rifle, an Army carbine and two Italian army rifles. 
The Miami Beach arsenal included dynamite, rifles 
and ammunition. 

Police also confiscated 126 cartridges for the Italian 
gun, U. 8. Army knapsacks and other supplies. 

Narcotics squad detectives stumbled onto the arms 
cache while posing as building inspectors. At the 
time they were running down a narcotics gang clue. 


No Flowers for Communists 


“Let a hundred flowers blossom and a hundred 
schools of thought contend,” said the Red Chinese 
Dictator Mao Tse-Tung, speaking in Red Poland in 
May, 1957. Back home twenty thousand Chinese ab- 
sorbed the Dictator’s speech and blossomed forth in a 
“hundred schools of thought.” However, they made 
the mistake of airing their thoughts publicly, so they 
were pruned by secret police and committed to the 
damp and darkened underground prison centers where 
only mushrooms or toadstools blossom forth. 

In Communist East Germany secret police recently 
pounced on a new book entitled “Flower Book” and

in quick order removed the 15,000 copies from book- 
store shelves, adopting the Hitler tactic of “book- 
burning,” internationally denounced by Communists 
following the Stalin-Hitler break that set off World 
War Il. “Flower Book” was a “clever” and a “danger- 
ous imperialistic’ piece of “propaganda” introduced 
under “masquerade” by “enemies of the German Peo- 
ple’s Government,” according to East Germany’s Red 
Dictator. Factually, “Flower Book” dealt with the 
planting and care of Morning Glories, Daisies, Carna- 
tions, Violets and other common garden variety flow- 
ers. It included hints to the home gardener, but it 
made the error of “hinting” that flowers make appro- 
priate gifts for such occasions as “Baptisms.” Under 
Communism, Baptism is outlawed. It is a religious 
rite, a “bourgeoisie tool to dope the worker,” say the 
Red slave drivers, so the 15,000 copies were confiscated 
and burned by the Communist flower haters.

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in a series of demonstrations, The group, made up 
of alleged Quakers, war resisters and pro-Reds, al- 
legedly walked from their homes hundreds of miles 
away, to Washington, proclaiming their anti-A-bomb 
tests protests along the way. Some 700 finally turned 
up in Washington, picketed the White House and other 
Government buildings, and held public protest meet- 
ings. 

Indications are that the “Peace Walk” was di- 
rected from behind the scenes by the Fellowship of 
Reconciliation and the War Resisters, the power be- 
hind which is A. J. Muste, who was present by per- 
mission at the last national convention of the Com- 
munist Party in New York City, which was closed to 
the public and the press. 

David Dellinger was chairman of the “Walk for 
Peace” crusade. Other leaders included John Inger- 
soll, 24-year-old Yale graduate, Miss Stella Jacobi, a 
sculptor from Long Island, Richard Baker Moorefield, 
West Virginia “farm hand,” and Florence Sanville, of 
Westtown, Pennsylvania. Spokesmen included Bay- 
ard Rustin, executive director of the War Resistance 
League and William R. Huntington, a Long Island 
architect. 

Other demonstrators camped for ten days allegedly 
without food, in the Atomic Energy Commission’s 
headquarters at Germantown, Maryland. Two mem- 
bers of this group, Mr. and Mrs. W. Clay Marks, of 
Washington, D. C., shifted their sit-down demonstra- 
tion to the lobby of the State Department in Wash- 
ington. Marks is a former Pittsburgh school teacher. 
They confronted State Department visitors with one 
or another of a series of hand-lettered signs bearing 
world peace slogans. 


Kremlin Floods U.S.A. 
With Propaganda 


Moscow is dressing up and shipping its propaganda 
to the United States in a more subtle manner, accord- 
ing to the United States Bureau of Customs, 

Red propaganda is now flowing into the United 
States at the rate of a half million pieces a month, 
according to Irving Fishman, deputy collector of 
Customs at the port of New York. He made his dis- 
closure before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities. 

Taking a page out of the advertising gimmicks of 
American breakfast food companies offering American 
youths space helmets, etc., the Communists are send- 
ing “sputnik” badges to American children, it has been 
disclosed. The badge is a two-toned blue globe being 
circled by an orbiting red ball. American students who 
receive the badge also get a letter offering to answer 
questions on a “sputnik” quiz, providing, of course, 
the questions are not too technical. 

The customs official said 99 per cent of the material 
finding its way into American educational channels 
is unsolicited, but is designed to brainwash educators 
and students. He said the propaganda is becoming 
“more subtle” and students will have to become fa- 
miliar with the Red line in order to recognize the real 
purpose of the material. 


D. J. Lists 274 Subversive Groups 


After a long fight the Marxist Independent Socialist 
League has succeeded in having its name removed 
from from the Attorney General’s official list of sub- 
versive organizations. Max Schactman, chairman of 
the Socialist League, heralded the decision as marking 
“a historic milestone in the struggle for civil liberties.”

At the same time the Department of Justice revealed 
that the Workers Party, defunct predecessor of the 
League, and the likewise defunct Socialist Youth 
League, has also been dropped from the list. 

At the present time there are 274 organizations list- 
ed. The compilation of subversive organizations was 
made by the Attorney General under an Executive Or- 
der and serves as a guide for Federal agencies in loy- 
alty check on employees. 

The Justice Department makes it clear that the re- 
moval of the above organizations from the list does 
not mean that Federal loyalty boards cannot consider 
membership in these organizations as grounds for fir- 
ing or refusing to hire Government workers. 

As to the decision, J. Walter Yeagley, acting head 
of the Internal Security Division of the Department 
of Justice, said: “The Attorney General is not satisfied 
that the evidence adduced at the hearings meets the 
strict standards of proof which should guide the de- 
terminations of proceedings of this character.” It 
was held that further hearings would be “impracti- 
cable” because of the time-consuming experience of 
previous hearings.

the House Committee on Un-American Activities is 
his target. Writing for the Cleveland Engineering 
Magazine, the wealthy industrialist expressed his opin- 
ion that some of the Congressional Committees are 
“not noted for their intellectual depth or highly ethi- 
eal standards.” 


The wealthy industrialist previously made a sting- 
ing attack on J. Edgar Hoover’s F.B.I. and other in- 
vestigative agencies of the Government, terming the 
F.B.I. a “Gestapo.” This was not long after he had 
been lauded by Moscow for playing host to two anti- 
nuclear international conferences in Canada. He later 
had as house guests, the Russian Ambassador and wife 
and announced his intentions to visit Russia. 

In his latest outburst he has charged that profes- 
sional “snoopers” in the investigative branches of 
Government have had a free hand too long. He said, 
“What we need is not more snoopers to check on our 
citizens, but more opinion leaders who have the cour- 
age to proclaim a moral revival, In other words — 
inspiration, not espionage.” It is reported that his 
outbursts have been seized on in Moscow in its cold 
war for anti-American propaganda and it is likewise 
reported that he has received a special invitation from 
Dictator Khrushchev to visit him. 


Are They Interested, or Not? 


“Russia is not interested in the internal affairs of 
other countries,” so say her slave-driving masters. 
However, the internationally circulated mouthpiece 
of the Simon Legrees of the Redlands, known officially 
as “New Times,” takes delight in publishing two pages 
of brief items each issue concerning labor union strikes 
as they occur in each of the non-Communist nations 
of the world. Some of the strikes are so insignificant 
that we here in the United States do not learn of 
them, but in the Red organ they are so magnified that 
they take on the appearance of a revolution or a na- 
tionwide tie-up of industry and transportation. 

It may be a solace to the Russian worker to read 
of strikes by workers in other countries, such as those 
in the United States, particularly if the Reds’ sup- 
pressed worker stops to think that he cannot strike 
for wage increases or shorter hours or over working 
or economic conditions. A strike behind the Iron Cur- 
tain is an act of treason against the dictatorship, pun- 
ishable by imprisonment, exile to a work camp or 
death. “New Times” does not print government edicts 
that affect labor in the satellite countries, such as 
many of the edicts recently issued by the Red dictators 
in various Communist-controlled countries. 

Workers in Poland, Hungary and elsewhere have 
learned the hard way that the “People’s Free Repub- 
lics” are only free in name, not in fact; that “free 
peoples” behind the Iron Curtain are free only to 
labor and think in line with the edicts of their mas- 
ters, the Communist dictators who supplanted the so- 
called capitalist or “bourgeoisie bosses” who accord- 
ing to the Red slavedrivers “exploited” the working 
men. 

A former Communist who led the now forgotten 
strike in Gastonia, North Carolina, in the thirties, 
and who, after being released from jail on bond fur- 
nished by the American Civil Liberties Union, fled with 
20 others to Russia to escape imprisonment, is quoted 
as having said upon his voluntary return to this Coun- 
try: “I am freer in jail in the United States than on 
the streets of Moscow. I willingly accept the jail term. 
Everyone is in jail, so to speak, in Russia, a land I had 
visualized as a worker’s paradise.”

Prof. Lamont, of Columbia University, and the son 
of the late partner of Morgan, the Wall Street banker, 
is one of the leaders in the new political movement 
which is expected to bring together followers of the

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defunct Communist American Labor Party, the So- 
cialist Labor Party, the Trotskyite Socialist Labor 
Party and elements from within the Communist party 
which latter is entering no candidates under its own 
label this year. 

In announcing his acceptance of the candidacy, 
Prof. Lamont fired the Marxian party’s first volley at 
American foreign policy. He said he was “proud that 
the United Socialist Party has from the first strongly 
protested against the reckless military intervention in 
Lebanon by President Eisenhower.” Communists ev- 
erywhere from Moscow to Lebanon are protesting over 
American troops in Lebanon. 

He predicted that the “tremendous vote” the new 
party will receive this fall wili make it a “new coali- 
tion party with permanent status.” 

Prof. Lamont ran for the Senate in 1952 on the 
Progressive Party ticket and received only 50,000 votes. 
But the campaign provided leftist orators with a 
sounding board for Marxian ideas and the same will 
happen this Year. 

Dr. Annette T. Rubenstein, instructor at Commu- 
nist schools, stepped aside as a Senate candidate to 
let Lamont make the run, but she will be the party’s 
candidate for Lieutenant Governor of New York. John 
T. McManus, who once ran for Governor on the Amer- 
ican Labor Party ticket, is the new party’s candidate 
for Governor of New York. He is a former president 
of the New York Newspaper Guild. At the present 
time he is general manager of the “National Guard- 
ian,” pro-Communist, but which calls itself a “pro- 
gressive newspaper.” 

The new party’s leaders say they are placing the 
United Socialist ticket in the field because of “the 
failure and refusal of the machine political parties of 
our state and nation to offer the people of our state 
alternatives leading to peace, economic security and 
the full rights and freedoms warranted to all under 
our constitution.” 

Spokesmen admitted Communist Party representa- 
tives have “indicated some interest, but are not in 
entire agreement with the project.” 

Rallying around the banner of the new party, in 
addition to the above candidates, are W. E. B. DuBois, 
whose activities in the Communist Party are well 
known; Howard Selsam and Annette Rubenstein, also 
known for their Communist activities; Otto Nathan, 
George Stryker, Henry F. Abrams, former American 
Labor Party chairman; and Joyce Cowley, a recent 
candidate for mayor of New York City on the Social- 
ist Workers ticket.

communism and to “destroy the heavenly ones.” (God 
and the Saints.) 

But press releases advise that the World Council of 
Churches, of which the National Council of Churches 
of the United States, representing leading protestant 
churches, is the largest national unit and therefore 
the guiding spirit, has planned a “summit conference” 
with not only the puppet Russian Metropolitans 
(priests) of the Russian Orthodox faiths, but it has 
already taken in the puppet “church leaders” of vari- 
ous Iron Curtain countries. Bishop Lajos Vetos whom 
the Communist Party of Hungary has placed in charge 
of the Lutheran Churches in Hungary to keep them in 
line with the Hungarian Red government, is reported- 
ly a Communist Party leader. The World Council of 
Churches elected him a member of its powerful Cen- 
tral Committee. Lajos is also editor of the official 
Lutheran publication in Hungary which carries the 
Red Party line.

Arabian Dictator Nasser Arrives in Moscow for Conference 
with Khrushchev 
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COMMUNIST MENACE ABROAD

The Communist organizations throughout the world 
have been ticking as perfectly as a Swiss clock. Ina 
propaganda trade, aid, military and political war, 
build-up around disarmament and anti-nuclear tests, 
in an attempt to destroy western influences through- 
out the world, the Near East has suddenly become 
the current battleground, with Nasser of Egypt now 
acting as the kremlin’s stalking horse in the Red 
international pawn game. 


India’s Minister Nehru and Yugoslav’s Tito have 
taken the so-called “‘neutral’’ position in the battle 
of wits, censuring the United States and Great Brit- 
ain for throwing forces into Lebanon and Jordan 
following the fall of Iraq to rebel forces. Red China, 
North Korea, Rumania, Bulgaria, Estonia, Latvia, 
Lithuania, East Germany, Czechoslovakia, Poland and 
Hungary have each naturally aped their Kremlin 
boss Khrushchev, in denouncing the U.S.-Britain mil- 
itary aid to Lebanon and Jordan. 


The Communist Parties of Italy, Great Britain, 
Finland, Cuba, France, Greece, Japan, Canada, the 
U. S. and Latin and Asiatic countries are all puppet- 
ing Moscow. Various Communist international 
fronts, such as the World Federation of Trade Un- 
ions, the European Trade Union and Workers’ Con- 
ference against Atomic War and for Peace at Ber- 
lin, the World Congress for Disarmament and In- 
ternational Cooperation at Stockholm, the World Fed- 
eration of Scientific Workers, the Women’s Interna- 
tional Democratic Federation, the World Peace Coun- 
cil, the International Organization of Journalists, all 
have joined the Kremlin chorus. 


Seven thousand Chilean Reds demonstrated against 
the U.S.A. landing in Lebanon. Red China has of- 
fered volunteers for Syria, Ten thousand Reds dem- 
onstrated in Columbia. German Reds tore down the 
American Flag from the U. S. Embassy and stamped 
on it. Syrian Reds threatened reprisals for Marine 
landings in Lebanon. Russia dispatched 24 divi- 
sions to the Iran-Turkish front for “maneuvers.”’ 
Some 50,000 Reds rioted in front of the U. S, Em- 
bassy in Moscow, breaking windows and damaging 
autos. All this was happening while Egypt’s Nasser 
shut up his trap and made no further moves in de- 
fiance of the U. S. and British actions. 


Japan arrested 50 Japanese Communists as traitors 
returning from Red China after two years absence. 
Britain sentenced an engineer for selling British war 
secrets to a Czechoslovakian Communist. Klaus 
Fuchs, who stole atom secrets from our country, 
Canada and Great Britain during World War II, 
completing a prison sentence in England, left for 


Communist-ruled East Germany 
where he will serve the Commu- 
nist government there in the nu- 
clear field. 


In the meantime, the Russians 
have been purging their ranks in 
Iron Curtain countries where, if 
a war between Russia and the 
U. 8S. should break out, they 
would find themselves vulnerable. 


The blood purges in Hungary Mr. Bish 


continue, with 30 more sentenced 
to death for complicity in last 
year’s Hungarian anti-Red revolt. In Germany some 
30,000 have been purged from the party ranks, in- 
cluding four top officials and 11 Communist Party 
delegates. Two officials in Rumania have been ex- 
pelled from the party and 8 others from party posts. 
Poland also has purged its party ranks of some 15,000 
members. 


Returning from imprisonment in Red China, a 
Catholic Priest states that at least 20 million Chi- 
nese are rotting in Red prisons, 30,000 or more in 
the Shanghai Ward Road Prison where he was con- 
fined before his recent release. 


Reds grabbed control of the Parliament in the 
recent election in Finland, polling some 440,000 votes. 
The Reds in North Korea have added 100,000 troops 
to their armed forces, together with 200 more bomb- 
er planes. South Koreans have seized 7 espionage 
agents of the Reds landing from a Red Chinese gun 
boat. 


The war of nerves is more tense abroad than in 
the United States, and it appears that the epidemic 
is spreading to Latin America. It is believed that 
the United States can destroy Russia and with it 
possibly Red China, by counteraction should those 
countries attempt to build up a shooting war in the 
Near East. An army is only as strong as its base 
and supply line, and a swarm of paratroopers with 
weapons to supply the people enslaved against their 
will behind the Iron and Bamboo Curtains would pos- 
sibly mean the end of Red dictators. They know this 
better than Uncle Sam, but they have put forth their 
bluffs in the past and frightened off all comers, They 
think they can still get by with the big bluff. This 
time they may find they have been living in a Fool’s 
Paradise, with a one way ticket to a place hotter than 
the Equator, the final resting place of Lenin, Stalin, 
Trotsky and all “‘good Communists” and ruthless dic- 
tators.

leaders, those favored by the Chinese dictatorship, to 
enroll. Following is a secret directive issued by the 
Chinese Reds to Party members in recent months, 
while it is aimed at the Catholic faith, it is known that 
in all countries, all faiths are either infiltrated or con- 
trolled from the top. 

“1, Penetrate the schools erected and run by the 
churches and inspired by their poisonous doctrines. 
Spy on them and be able to give a full account of the 
reactionaries, 

“2. Become a baptized member of the church, join 
the Legion of Mary, or the Protestant church bodies. 
Once accepted, be exceptionally active in all church 
activities. 

“3. Join all the religious services and use any meth- 
od to get close to priests and spy on their every move. 

“4. Practice ‘Attract the enemy to destroy the en- 
emy.’ Fraternize with the heads of schools, teachers 
and students, and gain control over them through 
‘divide and rule’ tactics. 

“5. Take a leading part in church activities when 
the sympathy of the faithful is secured. 

“6. Make use of the common desire for peace to win 
mass support for the Chinese Communist Party. 

“7. Protestantism, led by the fallacious idea of co- 
existence, will die a natural death but do not let it 
make new headway.” 


Churches Under Soviet Control 


In Russia, during the advent of World War II, 
Stalin announced a “change in government policies, 
legalizing Russian churches,” but he placed at the head 
of the country’s leading church, the Russian Orthodox 
Church, an aged renegade Metropolitan, who willingly 
agreed to toe the Communist Party line and to keep 
the Church aloof from proselytizing for religion, from 
criticizing any government action, agreeing to fall in 
line propaganda-wise and otherwise, with the govern- 
ment’s party line. 

Unwilling to even take a chance on this stooge, pa- 
rading in the garb of a (Metropolitan) priest, the Red 
government created a department to watch over the 
church activities, and the Metropolitans (priests), and 
appointed as Commissar of the Department of Church, 
the former head of the Society for Godless, a militant 
atheist. Everywhere, Reds are dedicated atheists, they 
will tolerate the church only as a means of maintain- 
ing harmony behind their lines, or to use it for their 
political purposes. When a church official steps out 
of line, he is an immediate prisoner of the Reds. 

Naturally the Red countries will “permit” their 
puppet church heads to join the World Council of 
Churches, for it will be an invitation for infiltration 
of the Council’s ranks and within time, the Council 
will become but another international tool of the Red 
dictators, just as the world labor union, world peace 
union, world women’s federation, world student fed- 
eration, etc., have. 


Soviet's Ace Spy Loses Appeal 


Russia’s ace spy, Rudolph Ivanovich Abel, has lost 
his case in the U. 8. Court of Appeals where he tried 
to have his espionage conviction reversed. 55-year-old 
Abel, a Russian citizen who held the rank of colonel 
in the Red espionage unit, was seized by the F.B.I. in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., in June, 1957, and linked with wide- 
spread espionage operations, Government agents con- 
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fiscated a mass of “tools of the trade” as well as other 
documentary evidence when they raided Abel’s living 
quarters. He was convicted and sentenced to 30 years 
in prison. 

His appeal was made on the basis of the Fourth 
Amendment to the Constitution which prohibits “un- 
reasonable searches and seizures.” Abel claims this 
provision was violated when United States Govern- 
ment agents searched his hotel room. 


Immigration authorities at the time of his arrest 
were seeking evidence as to his nationality, while the 
F.B.I. agents were probing his spy activities. Immi- 
gration agents arrested him, and F.B.I. Agents searched 
his quarters. The Appeals Court held that there was 
no basis for distinguishing between the right of Gov- 
ernment agents to conduct a search incidental to a 
lawful arrest for a crime, and the right to do so in 
deportation proceedings. 

Abel’s attorney also attempted to use insufficiency 
of evidence as a basis for another phase of their ap- 
peal, but U. S. Judge Sterry R. Waterman said: “Men 
intent upon gathering and transmitting only such in- 
formation as is available to the general public do not 
ordinarily find it necessary to employ secret codes, 
hollowed-out coins, pencils and matchbooks.” Abel 
had used these devices. 

Colonel Abel is rated as probably the highest rank- 
ing Red espionage agent as yet nabbed in this coun- 
try, although a number of Soviet diplomatic corps of- 
ficials have been apprehended in such rings. He en- 
tered the U. 8. illegally from Canada in 1948. So back 
to prison goes the Red Colonel. 


Fugitive Sought In Another Spy Case 


Federal agents have been set on the trail of the 
nephew of convicted Soviet spy Jack Soble, under a 
court order. 

The fugitive is Ilya Wolston of Washington, D. C. 
who failed to appear before a Federal grand jury in 
New York in response to a summons which had earlier 
been served upon him. 

During the court proceedings it was not revealed 
why the Federal grand jury wishes to further inter- 
rogate Wolston who had appeared before another 
grand jury investigating espionage in February and 
March of 1957. 

It is known that Wolston had been in contact with 
his uncle, the convicted spy, in Europe and in the 
United States prior to Sobel’s arrest in 1957. Sobel 
is presently serving a 7-year term in the Lewisberg, 
Pa., federal prison for heading the spy ring which 
siphoned Government secrets to Russia. 

All that was made known about the importance of 
his appearance at this time was the comment of As- 
sistant U. 8S. Attorney Herbert Cantor who said, “It 
is believed he has information which would be mate- 
rial to the inquiry currently being conducted by the 
spy grand jury.” It has been reported that the grand 
jury is looking into general criminal conspiracy against 
the United States. 

Wolston went into the Army through the draft in 
April, 1942, and was assigned to Military Intelligence. 
He also served as a liaison interpreter between Rus- 
sian pilots and the Army Transport Command in 
Alaska. He also served as an interpreter with the 
Military Government in Germany and in the office of 
the United States High Commissioner in Germany. 

Wolston is 40 years old and is a native of Lithuania, 
having entered this country in 1939, and later became 
a naturalized citizen.

UNION LABOR BATTLES FOR COMPULSION- 


Compulsory Unionism An Issue 


There appears to be little possibility that Congress 
will enact any legislation in this session involving 
amendments to labor laws. Meanwhile, a number of 
States are in a hassle over right-to-work laws. A 
national “coordinating agency” headed by John M. 
Redding, former publicity director for the Democratic 
National Committee, has been set up in New York to 
oppose “right-to-work” laws as bans on compulsory 
union membership. Redding, high up in liberal Dem- 
ocratic Party ranks, claims though the group will 
work independently of the AFL-CIO, it will actually 
be accomplishing the purposes of “a front” for the one 
big union force in fighting right-to-work laws. 


Holds Membership Right Over Union 


Attempts are now being made by advocates of free- 
dom in employment to get the right-to-work referen- 
dum on the ballot in California, Washington, Montana, 
Idaho, Colorado and Ohio. Kansas has already au- 
thorized placing the question on the November ballot, 
but the State’s Attorney General has ruled that the 
amendment is faultily drawn and the issue is now 
before the State Supreme Court. Some eighteen States 
have already enacted right-to-work laws, meaning 
freedom to join or not to join a union to hold a job 
and to earn a living, and the AFL-CIO is attempting 
to force the repeal of them by pledging local legisla- 
tive candidates to its side. ' 

Organized labor’s grip on right-to-work got an 
unexpected jolt from the U. 8. Supreme Court re- 
cently when it upheld the right of workers to bring 
loss-of-work damage suits against unions. 

In a 6 to 2 decision the High Court held that Paul 
Russell, a non-union electrician with the Calumet and 
Hecla Consolidated Copper Company of Decatur, Ala- 
bama, was entitled to bring suit against Walter Reu- 
ther’s United Auto Workers union which prevented 
him from working during a strike. An Alabama jury 
awarded him $10,000. He had lost $500 in pay and 
the remainder was for “mental anguish.” 

The union argued that the Taft-Hartley law gave 
the NLRB exclusive jurisdiction to decide whether a 
union had engaged in an unfair labor practice. The 
Supreme Court held that such a position would be to 
grant unions “a substantial immunity from the con- 
sequences of mass picketing and coercion.” 


In another decision in which the union lost, the 
High Court ruled in favor of a union member who 
claimed he had been illegally expelled from union 
membership. This involved Marcos Gonzales who 
took action against the International Association of 
Machinists in California. A state court had ordered 
the union to reinstate Gonzales and awarded the 
worker $2500 damages. The union did not contest 
the reinstatement in its appeal, but fought the award 
of damages. 


Union Leader Takes Case To High Court 


Abram Flaxer, union labor leader who has been 
waging a six-year fight against a contempt of Con- 
gress conviction for refusing to produce subpoenaed 
papers of his Red-tinged United Public Workers of 
America union, has finally won recognition in the 
U. S. Supreme Court which has now agreed to review 
his conviction. 

The Senate Internal Security Committee tried to 
obtain certain records of the Public Workers Union 
in 1951, but Flaxer, its head, refused to produce them. 
Flaxer was charged with contempt and convicted in a

Republics were abrogated and the areas incorporated into 
the Soviet Union. 


In the period beginning with the outbreak of World 
War II, the Soviet abrogated treaties with Estonia, Lat- 
via, Lithuania, Finland nad Poland, and occupied these 
territories by force of arms. 


In the period following World War II, the Soviet used 
armed forces to set up Communist Governments in Ru- 
mania, Poland, East Germany, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, 
Bulgaria and Albania.

long drawn out trial. He was fined $1000 and sen- 
tenced to two months in prison. 

The U. S. Court of appeals upheld the conviction in 
a split decision. Last year the Supreme Court vacated 
the Appeals Court judgment and sent the case back for 
reconsideration under the decision in the famous Wat- 
kins contempt case. That was the case in which the 
High Court held that Congressional Committees must 
fully apprise witnesses of the purpose of the hearing 
and the pertinence of the particular question. 

Although not dealing with a case involving any 
question of Communism, the Supreme Court handed 
down one important decision in which it said that a 
witness had no right under the Federal Constitution 
to refuse to testify before a state grand jury because 
he felt his answers might lead to Federal prosecution. 
In a 6 to 3 decision the Court upheld a contempt or- 
der against Milton Knapp of the Eagle Reel and Man- 
ufacturing Company of New York, who had refused 
to testify before a New York grand jury investigating 
labor rackets. The grand jury had offered Knapp im- 
munity from prosecution in New York if he testified, 
but he refused to accept the offer, claiming his testi- 
mony might subject him to Federal prosecution under 
labor bribery laws. 

The Supreme Court has already said that the 5th 
Amendment does not cover State proceedings, and this 
latest decision goes beyond that in saying that the 5th 
Amendment does not excuse the witness from testify- 
ing before a State body, even though his testimony 
might lead to Federal prosecution. 

It was pointed out that many States, including New 
York, have their own constitutional provisions against 
self incrimination, but New York also has the provi- 
sion eliminating this privilege if immunity is given. 


Would Have Church 
Soften Views 


Churches are now being told to unlimber their back- 
bone on the question of atheistic Communism. 

Rev. Dr. John C. Bennett, dean of the faculty of 
Union Theological Seminary in New York, addressing 
the world assembly of the International Congrega- 
tional Council wondered whether the time had come to 
“emphasize less than has been our practice, opposition 
to Communism and to stop the continuous expressions 
of national and religious hostility to Communists and 
Communist nations.” 

He told his listeners the Western world should at- 
tempt to understand the Soviet position. 

He said the churches “should not take so rigid an 
attitude that they cannot see that a second generation 
of Communists in Russia may become concerned chiefly 
in building their own country so that they may be- 
come less fanatical believers in their ideology.” 

Dr. Bennett has been listed as a signer of the peti- 
tion to the President urging amnesty for Communist 
Party leaders imprisoned under the Smith Act; linked 
with the National Federation of Constitutional Liber- 
ties and the League for Industrial Democracy and vice 
chairman of the New York State Liberal Party. 


Congress Overrides Supreme 
Court Decisions 


Attempts to plug the loophole created by the Su- 
preme Court decision which compels issuance of pass- 
ports to Reds seeking them, apparently have run 
into a stone wall in Congress, largely through oppo- 
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sition stirred up by the leftwing Americans for Dem- 
ocratic Action. 

On June 16 the high court held that the Secretary 
of State had no legal authority to withhold passports 
on the grounds of Communist Party membership or 
association of the applicant. This opened the way for 
passports for Paul Robeson, pro-Soviet and noted for 
singing his praises of Russia; Rockwell Kent, the al- 
leged Communist artist whose works are now touring 
Russia, and Corliss Lamont, crusader in the leftwing 
and pro-Soviet vineyard. 


President Asks For Passport Law 


As the result of the Supreme Court decision, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower recently called on Congress for cor- 
rective legislation. He told the law makers “it is es- 
sential that the Government today have power to 
deny passports where their possession would seriously 
impair the conduct of the foreign relations of the 
United States or would be inimical to the security 
of the United States.” 

Citing the urgency of the legislation, the President 
said “each day and week that passes without it ex- 
poses us to great danger. I hope Congress will move 
promptly to its enactment.” 

The leftist Americans for Democratic Action blast- 
ed the proposal and an A.D.A. stalwart, U. 8. Sen. 
Wayne Morse, of Ore., has succeeded in stalling the 
legislation in the Senate. Sen. Morse called the Bill 
“an inexcusable attack on constitutional guarantees” 
and threatened to block hearings on the proposal at 
times when the Senate is in session. 

In spite of this roadblock, there is growing senti- 
ment for the legislation. Sen. Bourke Hickenlooper 
(Lowa) said the only thing wrong with the Bill is that 
“it is not strong enough.” 

Robert D. Murphy, deputy Under Secretary of 
State, testified before the Senate committee that the 
Department is now powerless to stop Communists 
traveling to Russia or any other country from the 
United States. Murphy’s testimony was cut short by 
emergency orders for him to rush to Lebanon on State 
Department duties, 

Even spies can get passports now, according to 
Robert D. Johnson, chief of the legal division of the 
Passport Office. He told the Senate Internal Security 
Committee that under the Supreme Court’s ruling, 
“even if an espionage agent walked in and asked for 
a passport, we'd have to issue it if he is an American 
citizen.” 

The witness revealed that since the Court decision 
passports have been issued to 65 suspected applicants 
who have been under investigation. 


Pro-Reds Now Obtain Passports 


Chairman Francis E. Walter, of the House Commit- 
tee on Un-American Activities, has criticized the 
Passport Office for so speedily complying with the 
Supreme Court edict. He charged Miss Frances G. 
Knight, Passport director, with “going out of her 
way to issue passports to these Communist agents” 
as the result of the Supreme Court decision. He 
based his complaint on the fact that certain passports 
were issued after the decision, but before the court 
edict actually had become official. A court order is 
not official until 20 days after the decision and even 
then the Government can file exceptions. 

Paul Robeson lost no time heading for the Soviet 
Union after his passport was issued. The singer has 
waged an eight year fight for permission to travel in 
Europe and other countries, but his passport was 
denied because he refused to sign the required non- 
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Communist affidavit. His first stop was London 
where he was scheduled for several concerts and it is 
reported that he will then go to Russia and the Iron 
Curtain countries. He denied he planned to leave the 
United States permanently, though at one time he 
moved his family to Russia where he resided several 
years. 

Prof. Corliss Lamont indicated he was not finished 
fighting passport restrictions and indicated his next 
target would be the State Department’s ban on travel 
to Communist China. He said “we must now break 
down this bureaucratic barrier.’ Lamont, son of a 
late partner of the Wall Street banking house of Mor- 
gan, is now a candidate of the Socialists for U. 8. 
Senate in New York. 

Artist Kent indicated shortage of funds might now 
interfere with his plans to travel abroad. 

Although the Russians have an illegal passport mill 
they prefer bona fide American passports. This was 
disclosed by John Z. Kornfeder, former Communist 
leader and one of the founders of the American Com- 
munist Party. He told the Senate Committee he 
learned of the counterfeit operations while in Moscow 
in 1934. He said the recent Supreme Court decision 
“will save Moscow a lot of headaches” in getting pa- 
pers to permit agents to travel abroad. He admit- 
ted he got his passport on a counterfeited birth cer- 
tificate. 

Prompt passage of H.R. 13311, providing for prompt 
judicial review of orders of deportation has been 
urged by Sen. Hugh G. Mitchell, a vice president of 
the American Coalition of Patriotic Societies in tes- 
timony before the subcommittee on Immigration and 
Naturalization of the House Judiciary Committee. 
The Bill is designed to overcome the effect of a num- 
ber of recent Supreme Court decisions which, Mr. 
Mitchell said, “have resulted in stagnation in the de- 
portation of undesirable aliens.” 

Under this proposed legislation an alien subject to 
deportation would not only be entitled to have the 
legality of his deportation determined by habeas 
corpus but would be permitted a single court review 
of the facts in his case to determine whether his rights 
have been protected. 

In a letter to Sen. Mundt, dealing with deportation 
and expulsion of alien labor racketeers in particular, 
the U. 8S. Attorney General said, “While the Depart- 
ment has succeeded in expediting some deportation 
proceedings, deportation is frequently delayed by pro- 
tracted court actions instituted by the alien racketeer 
which are available under existing law. By resorting 
to innumerable declaratory judgment actions, peti- 
tions and other dilatory tactics, aliens are able to 
avoid deportation for years. In denaturalization cases 
the congested court calendars serve to further delay 
deportation. 


Enacts Law To Offset Court’s Decision 


In an effort to plug the loophole in the Government 
security program caused by a Supreme Court decision, 
the United States House of Representatives and the 
Senate have passed legislation dealing with the sus- 
pension of civilian personnel in the interest of nation- 
al security. 

Under this legislation heads of Government depart- 
ments may suspend or dismiss any Government officer 
or employee on security grounds. The Senate passed 
the Bill earlier this year, and its action has just re- 
cently been followed by the House which materially 
amended the Bill and made it more inclusive. It is 
now in Conference for adjustment of differences. 

The legislation grows out of a 6 to 3 decision of 
the U. 8. Supreme Court in 1956 wherein it held that 


the head of the Food and Drug Administration did 
not have the authority to dismiss an employee for 
security reasons because, the Court claimed, he was 
not working in a “sensitive position.” 

The new legislation provides that all employees of 
any department or agency of the Government are 
deemed to be employed in an activity involving na- 
tional security. It also provides that the head of any 
department or agency may, in his discretion, suspend 
the employment of any employee when he deems it 
necessary in the interest of national security. How- 
ever, the department or agency head is not required 
to suspend an employee prior to the final disposition 
of his case. In either event, employees have certain 
safeguards for their protection. An employee is en- 
titled, under the provisions of the Bill, to a written 
statement of the charges against him, an opportunity 
to answer the charges, a hearing at the employee’s 
request, and a review and written decision by the 
department or agency head. If it is found that the 
suspension or removal is not justified, the employee 
would be entitled to compensation for the period he 
was not on the payroll. In addition, an employee is 
entitled to appeal the decision to the Civil Service 
Commission and the decision of the Commission would 
be final. 


State Rights Law Enacted By Congress 


Another piece of legislation designed to correct a 
situation created by another Supreme Court decision 
in a subversive case has been passed by the House of 
Representatives and sent to the Senate. This Bill top- 
ples the Supreme Court finding to the effect that State 
laws are nullified by Federal statutes on the same 
subject. 

The Supreme Court created a storm in Congress 
when it ruled in 1956 that a State’s anti-sedition law 
is unconstitutional because it is superseded by a Fed- 
eral law. The case grew out of the arrest of Steve 
Nelson, a leader of the Communist Party in Penn- 
sylvania, who had been convicted and sentenced to 
prison under Pennsylvania’s anti-sedition laws. The 
Court held that the Federal sedition law preempted 
State laws on the subject. 

The Supreme Court decision had the effect not only 
of nullifying anti-sedition laws and similar statutes 
in Pennsylvania, but in all other States. Opponents 
of the measure in the House of Representatives at- 
tempted to stir up opposition by calling it a general 
States Rights measure which might curb the High 
Court in cases involving racial questions. As enacted 
by the House, the Bill is a combination of two earlier 
pieces of legislation. Rep. Francis E. Walter (Pa.) 
was the author of what was called the “Nelson” Bill, 
which applied only to subversion and sedition. How- 
ever, on the Floor of the House, Rep. Howard W. 
Smith (Va.) succeeded in having his Bill combined 
with the Walter Bill and the proposal was enacted 
by an overwhelming vote. 

As passed by the House the proposal declares that 
no Federal act shall be interpreted as excluding State 
laws on the same subject unless the act of Congress 
says so specifically, or unless there is a “direct and 
positive conflict” between the two which cannot be 
reconciled. It also specifically provides that the ex- 
istence of Federal anti-subversive laws shall not pre- 
vent State officials from enforcing their own laws in 
that same field. 

Rep. William E. Colmer (Miss.) told the house, 
“This Bill simply says the Supreme Court, which has 
been going pretty far afield, shal] not nullify the stat- 
utes of the sovereign States of this Union which are 
otherwise constitutional, unless Congress says so by 
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affirmative legislation.” He called the measure “a 
stop, look and listen sign to the courts.” 


Justices at Odds in 
Loyalty Decision 


California’s provision of law requiring loyalty oaths 
for persons and organizations seeking tax exemption 
was declared unconstitutional by the U. 8S. Supreme 
Court just prior to its adjournment for the summer. 
The Vote was 9 to 1. Chief Justice Earl Warren, who 
was Governor of California when the law was enacted 
in 1953, disqualified himself, and Justice Tom C. Clark 
dissented. 

The Court held that the burden of proof as to the 
taxpayer’s loyalty is unfairly placed upon the tax- 
payer rather than upon the State. The law itself was 
not declared unconstitutional, but the enforcement 
procedure was. Under the law, those claiming ex- 
emption from property taxes, such as churches, relig- 
ious groups, etc., must swear that they do not advo- 
cate the overthrow of the Government “nor advocate 
the support of a foreign government against the United 
States in event of hostilities.”

Therefore, the Legion, going to the Congress for 
help, played a leading role in the creation of the Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities of the Congress of 
the United States. The American Legion has walked 
shoulder to shoulder with this committee for more 
than a decade. 

It is the investigating committees of the Congress 
which have helped bring to light the penetration of 
this fifth column and have been instrumental in the 
passage of law after law to enable us to deal more ef- 
fectively with these international conspirators who 
are intent on destroying the American Way of Life. 

This action of the Legion is Americanism in action 
in its highest form. 

I am aware that a fast-growing, cynical segment of 
the populace scorns and scoffs at Americanism. To 
them patriotism represents immaturity, narrowness, 
and old-fashioned sentimentalism. To them reverence 
for the flag is an emotional display for those who rel- 
ish parades and silly rituals. To them the American 
heritage and basic constitutional rights should be 
chipped away and even surrendered when politically 
expedient. 

These skeptics should read again and again the 
statement of William Z. Foster, Chairman of the Com- 
munist Party of the U. S., in which he declares: 

“When a Communist heads the Government of the 
United States — and that day will come just as surely 
as the sun rises — the Government will not be a cap- 
italistic Government but a Soviet Government, and 
behind this Government will stand the Red army to 
enforce the dictatorship of the proletariat.” 

That is a real threat. In fact, we are already at 
war with the Soviet system. This conflict is one in 
which the stake — far from being only our country — 
is the entire world. The outcome of this life and 
death struggle will determine the course of world 
history for centuries to come, 

This great struggle —undoubtedly the most sig- 
nificant in all history — is your battle and mine. And 
our most potent ammunition, our only truly effective 
weapon, is Americanism in action. See that you use 


it every hour of your life. That is the price you must 
pay to remain free. And that price— any price you 
pay for freedom — is the bargain of the century!

“colonial peoples,” by their ruthless suppression of 
Hungarian nationalists. 

Should certain elements in the U.N. succeed in mak- 
ing their smears against Bang-Jensen stick, it will 
not only be a dark day for the 48-year-old Dane and 
his American wife and five children. To remaining 
loyal patriots and international servants employed 
by the U.N., to the peoples of the captive nations as 
well as the world at large, it will be apparent that 
the organization can no longer be considered an in- 
strument toward a just world government. 

As it now stands, the Bang-Jensen affair is dra- 
matic evidence that the U.N. cannot safeguard its 
secret documents and that Communist subversives and 
spies in this “international forum” still reach out to 
terrorize captive nationalities on both sides of the 
Iron Curtain. 


Editorial Note: Since Edith Kermit Roosevelt’s ar- 
ticle was submitted it has been charged that 73 leaders 
of the 1956 Hungarian rebellion have been executed 
by secret Hungarian “People’s Court” trials and that 
hundreds of others have been imprisoned. 

It is not yet revealed whether any of those executed 
or imprisoned are among those who testified under the 
United Nations’ promises of protective security.

be bringing upon the very country that permits him 
to enjoy this very freedom of thought. 

Some people may doubt that an organization the size 
of the Communist Party of America, with a decline 
in membership in recent years, represents a real dan- 
ger to the security of this country. 

I cannot emphasize too strongly that the numerical 
strength of the Communist Party means nothing. We 
must never forget that those individuals who remain 
as members today are fanatically dedicated to the 
ultimate forcible destruction of our form of Govern- 
ment. History tells us of the devastation which a 
handful of fanatics strategically placed can bring. 
To minimize the menace of communism as the activity 
of a small dissident group develops lethargy and can 
only lead to disaster. 

Our investigations have clearly shown that the Com- 
munist Party, U.S.A., is a hard core of conspiratorial 
Reds unaffected by party differences and controlled by 
the heavy hand of Moscow. As long as this “appara- 
tus” exists it is a continuing aggressive force, con- 
stantly at work to subvert the American people and to 
destroy us. 

Soviet Communist Party leader, Nikita Khrushchev 
reiterated this goal in his much publicized television 
interview in June, 1957, when he stated that your 
grandchildren would live under the heel of Communist 
socialism.
